MINUTES OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 



MAY 21, 1812. 

THE General Assembly of the Presb)rterian Church in 
the United States of America, met, agreeably to appointment* 
in the First Presbyterian Church in the city of PMladelphia, 
at 1 1 o'clock, A. M. and was opened by the Rev. Andrew 
Flinn, D. D. (the Moderator of Uie last Assembly being ab- 
sent) with a sermon from I. Corinthians, i. 21. <<F6r after 
that, in the wisdom of God, the world by wisdom knew not 
God, it pleased God, by the foolishness of preaching, to save 
them that beUeve.'* 

After prayer, the Commissions were read; and it appeared 
that the following ministers and elders were duly appointed, 
and attended as Commissioners to this Assembly, viz.

The Rev. JohA Codman produced a certificate of his ap- 
pointment to represent that body in this assembly; and took his 
seat* as a member.

The Committee to which was referred the report of the 
Cnniniittcc appointed by the last Assembly to devise mea- 
sures, which may have an influence in preventing the mis- 
chiefs arising from the intemperate use of spirituous liquors, 
reported; and the report, being read, was adopted, and is as 
follows, viz. 

Resolved, 1 St. That it be recommended to all the minis- 
ters of the Presbyterian Church in the United States to de- 
liver public discourses, as often as circumstances may ren- 
der it expedient, on the sin and mischiefs of intemperate 
drinking; in winch, as well as on other suitable occasions, 
l)Oth public and priwile, it will be proper, pointedly and 
Hokmnly, to warn their hearers, and especially members of 
the church, not only against actual intemperance, but against 
all those habits and indulgcncics which may have a tendency 
to produce it. 

dd. That it bo enjoined on all church-sessions, within the 
ttounda of the General Assembly, that they exercise a spe- 
cM vigilance and care over the conduct of ail persons in the 
COtnmimion of their respective churches, with regard to this 
aln% and that they scdulo\isly endeavour, by private warning 
•nd remonstrance, and by such public censures as different 
Mfen VMy re<l^tirv) to purge the church of a sin so enor- 
Wnia hi Its mi<cl\iefs,and ho disgraceful to the christian name. 



Sd. That it be Recommended to the ministers and ot^usr 
officers and members of our church, that they exert then^ 
selves to diffuse, as extensively as possible, among their ton*' 
g^gations and the community at Uree^ such addresses, ser- 
mons, tracts or other printed compositions on this subject, as 
may have a tendency to produce a suitable itnpression against 
the use of ardent spirits, and to recommend sobriety and 
temperance. 

4th. That it be I'ecomxnehded to the officers and members 
of oUf (Church, to^ke such measures as may be judged proper 
and effectual, for reducmg the number of taverns and other 
places of vending liquors by small measure, in all those parts 
of our country, in which either the excessive number, or 
the improper character of such places, renders them a pub- 
lic nuisance. 

It is believed, that the evils arising from these sources are 
incalculably great, and that, by prudent management, they 
admit) under Providence, of very considerable diminutico. 



Resolved, That the Asseinbly, and such persons as may 
thoose to unite with them, will spend a part of next Wednes- 
diiay evening. in this church in special prayer and other religi? 
o)is exercises.* 



Resolved, That the Committee of Missions be requested 
to present the thanks of this Assembly to the Rev. Dr.

The Committee appointed for the purpose brought in a 
narrative on the state of religion, which being amended, was 
adopted, and is as follows. 

Though complaints have been heard from some parts 
within our bounds, of coldness, lukewarmness»and indifference 
to the things of religion; yet, during the course of the past 
year, there appears to have been a very generally 'increased 
attention to the insjdtutions of the gospel. A number of new 
congregations have been formed, and considerable additions 
made to the communion of the church. Warmly and firmly 
united in a strict adherence to the great doctrines of grace, 
our churches are living in harmony and brotherly affection, 
edified, and edifying one another. 

Notwithstanding there have not been any general revi- 
vals, yet, with much pleasure, and with gratitude to Zion's 
King, we have heard that several parts of our church, partic- 
lalarly several cong^g^Uons within the bounds of the Presby- 
teries of Geneva, Cayuga, Qneidaf Columbia, Hudson, Jersey, 
Kew Brunswick, Harmony, and ^(iami, have been visited ; 
some with smaller, and others with more copious, effusions of 
the ipfluences of the Spirit. In some of the^ic places, the 
power of divine and sovereign grace has been displayed in 
several remarkable conversions ; and in others much weight 
of influential character throvm decidedly into the scale of 
religion ; whilst they who have been the professed and hope- 
ful subjects of ^vine grace in late revivals, manifest the sin- 
cerity of their profession, by a conversation and deportment 
corresponding therewith. 

An increased atteption and diligence have been manifest 
ted to the duties of visiting and catechising— ^those important 
means of training up and establishing the rising generation in 
the truths of o^r holy religipn, 

Praying sociedes continue to be generally well attended ; 
and their number has considerably increased. 

The continuance of Missionary Societies foiiherly estab- 
lished, with the formation of others embracing in their plans 
missions both foreign and domestic, the increased number of 
societies for distributing Bibles and Religious Tracts, and for 
the educadon of poor children, manifest an active and. grow- 
ing zeal for extendbg the boundaries of the Mediator's king- 
dom, and diffusing the light of the glorious gospel of the bles- 
sed God.

In&delitT, though not endrehr banished, in general, aSects 
obscnrttT and cooceahncnt firom die tight of the gosp^. 

Pro£uie swearing, drunktenoesft, and sabbath-breaking, zp- 
pear to be the crying sins of our land, against which the herald 
of the cross, the professors of religioKu and all who wish well 
to the interests of either ciril or reiigiocs society? are pardc- 
ulariy called to oppose all the inHtxeoce oi warning, disci- 
ptine, example, and the execrztioQ of such wholesome laws as 
have been enacted against them. 

The success of attention to the spiritual interests of the peo- 
ple of colour amongst us, has, in some instances, been plea^^ 



By the delegation from the general Association of Connecti- 
cut, we learn that there hare been revivals in some of their 
ciiurcbes ; that there has been a considerable increase of mem- 
bers ; and that there are happy effects of former revives 
smoog them. 

The delegatioa &om New Hampshire giTe us the pleasing 
intelUgcnce of the increase of a missionary spirit, of a growing 
atttention to religious instructioQ, of firmness in adhering to the 
doctrines of grace, and of revivals among them in the course 
of the last year. 
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Bj the delegadoB firom Massachusetts} we vat informed 
that there are considerable revivals of reCgian in several 
churches m that state ; that there is a i^reat zeal manifested 
among the pious for translating the scriptures and for foreign 
missions) and that money for these objects flows in upon them; 
that there are several institutions among them for diffusing 
religious knowledge, for counteracting error, and checking the 
progress of vice. 

Upon the whole, it appears that, whilst the General Assem- 
bly mid cause to mourn over and to lament the errors and vices 
which are apparent among us, the lukewarmness of some of 
•ur churches, and the multitudes who are still in an uncon- 
verted state, thoughtiess and secure-^hey at the same time 
^nd great cause of joy, and of gratitude and praise to the great 
Head of the church for the umon, the harmony, and the peace 
which prevail throughout our churches ; for the generally in- 
creased attention to tiie institutions of religion; for the num- 
bers, who, we trust, shall be saved, that have been added to 
CNir communion ; and for the gracious visitation of several 
parts within our bounds, by the influences of his blessed Spirit. 
And they desire to improve these things, as excitements and 
encouragement to renewed exertions and endeavours. Z,ec 
the fieqfile firaise thecj O Lord i let all the fieofile firaUe thee. 
May Zion arise and shine. May she fiut on her beautiful 
garments. May she look forth as the mornings fair as the 
moony clear as the sun^ and terrible as an army with banners. 
May the righteousness thereif go forth as brightness^ and the 
salvation thereof as a lamp that bumeth $ and all the ends of 
the earth see the salvation of our God. 



The Committee on the appointment of a day of fasting re- 
ported; and their report, being read, was adopted, and is as fol- 
lows; viz. 

At a time like the present, when there exist many and 
serious causes of apprehension to our country— *when the foot- 
steps of divine judgment are strongly marked in various cala** 
mitous events, as well as in the disastrous and boding aspect 
of public affairs— the indications of danger, no less than of 
guUt, are too visible to be mistaken, and too alarming not to be 
felt. The portentous and variegated visitations of heaven's 
justice, together with the low condition of vital religion, and 
the great prevalence of vice in different sections of the United 
States, give awful admonition to the General Assembly, and 
the people under their care, on the subject of humbling them- 
selves under the mighty hand of God ;— of learning to do 
righteousness; and of earnestly deprecating those national judg- 
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meiits^ which there is too much reason to apprehend may be 

«* ihe beginning' of sorrows^* 

Wherefore, Resolved, That the la^t, Thursday of Jtdy 
next J be observed hj all the ehurches under the care of the 
Geiferal Assembly, as a day of humiliation^ &sting and prayer ; 
that we as a people, may, ^th united hearts, beseech Almighty 
God, to remove the judgments which we feel, and to save us 
from those which we fear ;— ^o grant us undissembled sorrow 
for our numerous sins and our abuse of his numberless bles- 
sings ; to give, in his mercy, a yet more glorious and diffusive 
spreading to the triumphs of the cross, and the reign of the 
Lord Jesus Christ in the earth f— to preserve unimpaired, and 
perpetuate our happy constitution and republican form of go- 
vernment, and to shed down in rich abundance upon our church- 
es, upon our beloved country, and upon our world, the influen- 
ces of his Holy Spirit, and the blessings of his great salvation* 



The Committee appointed to report a statement of the de-» 
cisions of the several Presbyteries, on the standing rule pro- 
posed by the lasjt Assembly on the subject of ordination sine 
HtulOy reported;^^and, the report, being read, was accepted, and 
is as follows; viz. That decisions have been received from 
the Presbyteries of Albany, New York, Philadelphia, South 
Carolina, Transylvania, Union, Miami, Londonderry, Gene- 
va, Hudson, Jersey, New Brunswick, Baltimore, New Castle, 
Harmony, West Lexington, Washington, and Hanover ; and 
that of these the first seven are in favour of the rule propos- 
ed, and the remaining eleven are against it. 

A motion was made and seconded that this subject be 
now dismissed, i. e. that the proposed rule be not sent down 
again to the Presb3rteries; and, after considerable discussion, 
was determined in the affirmative. 



Resolved, That, whereas very few of the Presbyteries have 
complied with the order of the Assembly 'to send up their re- 
ports on the subject of educating poor and pious youth for the 
gospel ministry, in writing, it be renewedly enjoined on the 
several Presbyteries to be careful hereafter to send up annu- 
ally official written reports. 



The resolution for locating the Theological Seminary, 
was again resumed, and, after considerable discussion and 
special prayer for directly on the important subject, ^iras 
adopted, and is as follows; viz. 
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RfiBOlJirej) That Princeton be the site of the Theological 
Seminary; leaving the subject open as to its permanency, 
agreeably to stipulations agreed upon by the joint committees 
of the la|t Ass.emt>ly and the trustees of the College of New 
Jersey 

The following plan of an agreement, between a Committee 
appointed by the last Genei*^ Assembly and a Committee of 
the trustees of tlie College of New Jersey, for the location and 
establishment of a Theological Seminary, was submitted to 
this Assembly, and was adopted, and is as follows; viz. 

1. That the Theological Seminary, about to be erected by 
the jGeneral Assembly, shall tiave its location in Princeton, 
or its immediajte vicinity, in the State of New Jersey ; and in 
such connection with the College of New Jersey, as is im- 
{^ied in the following articles. 

2. That the Trustees of the College engage, that the 
General Assembly, and Directors to be by them appointed, 
shall carry into full and complete effect, without any inter- 
position, interference, let or hindrance from them the Trus- 
tees or their successors, the whole plan of a Theological 
Seminary as laid down and agreed upon at a meeting of the 
Assembly, in the present year of our Lord 181 1— -That is to 
say, that the said General Assenibly shall appoint their Di- 
rectors, choose their Professors, carry on their instruction, go- 
vern their pupils, find manage their funds, as to them shall ap- 
pear best. 

^. TThs^t the Trustees of the College engage to the Gene- 
ral Assembly freely to allow them to erect, at their own ex- 
pense, on the grounds belonging to the College, such build- 
mgs for the accommodation of pupils and prafessorsas they may 
judge proper, and which may not interfere with thebuildmgs 
and their conveniencies already erected by the Trustees : and 
to prevent all future dissatisfaction on this subject, that it be 
agreed, that when the General Assembly or the [Directors of 
the Theological Seminaiy may wish to erect any building 
on the College grounds, and there shall be any discordance 
of views relative to the same, then the General Assembly, 
or the JDirectors aforesaid, shsill appoint three men, and the 
Board o£ Tinistees the same number, and these six shall 
choose one n[ian, not belonging to either body ; and these se- 
ven men, by a majority of votes, shall determine whether said 
building can be pix)perly erected on said grounds, and if so, 
what shall be the site and size of the same ; and that this de- 
termination ^all be conclusive and final \^ith both parties: 
Provided nothing contained in this article shall be understood, 
tp prohibit the. General Assembly, or the Directors of tlie 
Theological Seminary from making use of any other ground 

C 
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within the limits prescribed in article first for the purposes 
aforesaid. 

4. That the Trustees eng^j^ to the General Assembly to 
grant them every practicable accommodation in the build- 
ings now existing ; not only till others may be erected by the 
Assembly, but afterwards, so long as the same may be desira- 
ble. 

5. That the Trustees engage to endeavour to receive into 
the College all the youth whom the Assembly, or the Direc- 
tors by them appointed, may send to it for the purpose of edu« 
cation, subject to such examination at entrance, and to such 
discipline during their residence in College, as the other pu- 
pils of the College are subjected to ; the Trustees to receive 
for the expenses of board, tuition, and room rent, the same 
as for others ; and giving to the Assembly the assurance that 
as pupils increase, and the funds of the College will permits 
they will reduce, as low as possible, all the expenses of the 
pupils under their care. 

6. That the Trustees agree to receive and hold, for the use 
of the Assembly, such sums of money, as they may voluntarily 
choose to deposite in the hands of the Trustees for improve- 
ment ; so as to incur no inconvenience to said Trustees from 
the limitation of their charter ; and that such sums of money 
be accordingly invested in such funds as the Assembly shall 
direct ; that the Trustees pay the interest thereof when re- 
ceived to the order of the Assembly, keep it wholly separate 
from the funds of the College, and pay over or transfer to 
the order of the Assembly, the principal sum whenever they 
shall so direct. 

7. That the Trustees grant to the professors and pupils of 
the Theological Seminary the free use of the College library; 
subject to such rules as may be adopted for the preservation 
of the books, and the good order of the same. 

8. That, if the General Assembly shall wish to establish 
at Princeton an elementary school, for the instruction of 
youth in such learning as usually precedes tlieir entrance 
into college, the Trustees agree to aid them in this underta- 
king, by every accommodation and all the patronage in their 
power ; so, however, as not to engage to make drafts on the 
funds of the College for the purpose. 

9. That, if at any time the General Assembly shall find, that 
the connexion between their Seminary and the College does 
not conduce sufficieiitiy to the great purposes contemplated to 
be answered by the said Seminary, they shall be at liberty to 
remove it to some other place. And the Trustees engage 
that, while the Theological Seminary shall remain at Prince- 
tno, on Professorship of . Theology shall be established in the 
College. 
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la. That, whereas the Trustees of the College have in their 
hands a fund, the annual income of which is nearly eighteen 
kundred dollars, appropriated by the donors to the educauon 
of poor and pious youth for the gospel ministry of the Pres- 
bjrterian denoniination ; the Trustees give an assurance to 
the Assembly, that if the first of these articles take effect, 
they will pay a high regard to the recommendation of the 
Assembly, or of their Directors, as to the youtli who shall re* 
ceive the benefit of this fund.

The Committee appointed by the last Assembly, to consider 
what further addition or amendments may be necessary in the 
constitution of the Theological Seminary, reported, and their 
report, being read and amended, was adopted, and is as follows ; 
viz. 

That, on a careful revision of the first and second articles of 
the Constitution, they judge that an alteration is highly expe- 
dient in the second section of the first article, and in the first 
and second sections of the second article : that is to say, that 
the Board of Directors be enlarged to the number of tiiirty ; 
and that any number of the Directors not less than eleven, 
shall be a quorum ; provided that in the quorum there shall 
never be less than six ministers, and that of a quorum consti- 
tuted by eleven members, the president of the board, or in case 
of his absence, the vice-president shall be always one : that to 
the second section of the second article, the words vicc'/ircsi^ 
dent be added. It will then read thus: ^The Board shall choose 
out of their own number, a president, vice-president, and sec- 
retary. In the absence of the president and vice-president, the 
senior member present shall preside.** 

The vote for these alterations in the constitution of the The- 
ological Seminary, was unanimous; and they were accordingly 
made in the constitution. The item fixing the quorumt was 
made the third section in the second article. 
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The foUowixif^ amendment, by unanimmift vote, wis made 
to the constitution of the Theolog^ical Seminary. In the thiixi 
section of the second article, the words senior member (for 
the time beings were erased, and the word vice^firesident was 
inserted in their place. The section then will stand thus : 
« The President of the board, or, in the ev^t of his death, ab- 
sence, or inability to act, the vice-president shall, at the re- 
quest, &c." 

The consideration of the articles seventh and ninth in the 
constitution of the Theological Seminary, which had been re- 
ferred to this Assembly by the last Assembly, was agsdn de- 
ferred.

In consequence of which the Assembly foresee, that, if 
this inattention continue, the remoter parts of the churches, 
pressed with an uoequai burden, from the circumstance of 
tbeir distance, will have but a verj small representation, in the 
future meetings oi the Assembly; and that thereby the great ob- 
jects of the Assembly, the preserring the union of the church- 
es* and cherishing their interests in every part, howeyer re- 
mote, will be greatly impeded, and, perhaps, finally defeated. 

Resolved, therefore, that it be enjoined, and it is hereby en- 
joined on the Presbjrteries, under the care of the Assembly, 
and especially on those that have been deficient, to pc.y a 
particular attention to this duty ia future. 



The Committee appointed by the last Assembly to report 
to this Assembly on the subject of disciplining baptized chil- 
dren reportLd ; and the report, being read, wa« recommitted 
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to the same Committee for revision aiid publication : alid it 
was resolved, that the Assembly, without expressing any 
opinion on the principles it contains, recommend it to the se« 
rious consideration of all the Presbyteries and ministers, that, 
in due time, a decision may be had on the important subjects, 
discussed in the report. 



The Committee to which was referred the S3nnodical and 
Presbytenal reports, brought in their report ; which, being 
read, was adopted, and is as follows ; viz. 

1. That they find, that all the Synods have reported, and 
also all the Presbyteries, except those of Lancaster, Ab- 
ingdon, Union, Miami, Muhlenberg, West Tennessee, South 
Carolina, and Hopewell. Of these, the reports of Union, Mi- 
ami and South Carolina, are contained in the Synodical re- 
ports of their respective S3mods. 

2. They state, that the report from the Synod of the Ca- 
rolinas is very deficient, and also the reports of the Presby- 
teries which have reported from that Sjrnod, except the Pres- 
bytery of Harmony. An important deficiency is also observed 
in the report of the Presbytery of Carlisle, in not containing 
any account of the number of communicants added last year. 
In view of these deficiencies, 

Resolved, That it be enjoined on the Synod of the CaroU- 
nas, and the Presbyteries of Carlisle, Orange, and Concord, 
to be more careful in future to send up their reports, made 
up according to the blank forms prepared by the Assembly. 



The Committee appointed to prepare and report to the As- 
sembly a petition to the Congress of the United States, on 
the subject of the msdl's being carried and opened on the Sab- 
bath-day, reported a draft of a petition ; which, being read, was 
adopted, and is as follows; viz. 

Th e petition of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States of America, to the honourable 
the Senate and house of Representatives of the United States 
in Congress assembled, 
Humbly sheweth, 

That your petitioners view with deep regret, the infractions 
of the Lord's day occasioned h^^ the opemng of the mail on 
that day, and the circumstances accompanying such opening. 
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A ymetf of cootiderationsy temporal and «|»ritual,coirtMae 
in the jodgtnent of your pedtionen, to prodoce this rt^^nt. 

The institution of the Sabbath by the Creator and Ruler of 
the worid, whilst it clearly prores his benerolent regard far 
metif imposes upon them the reasonable obligation c^ devo- 
ttng this day to his sen-ice. He makes it thw duty to rest 
from the toils and labours of six daysy and requires from them 
that they should statedly assemble together for his worshq> 
on the serenth. 

Both these objects contemplated by the institution of the 
Sabbath) the opening of the mail on that day and the circum- 
stances accompanying it^ do contravene and oppose. They 
who carry the mail, and they who open it, together with those 
to whom letters or papers are delivered, under the sanction of 
civil law, neglect the public worship of God in part or whole. 
Besides this, the noise and confusion attending the carrying 
and opening of the mail in post-towns, too frequently, in a 
most painful manner, disturb the devotion of those who pre- 
fer their spiritual, to their temporal, interests. Moreover, the 
carrying of the mail encourages persons to hire out their 
carnages on the Lord's day to those who have no fear of 
God before their eyes, thus adding to the open violation c^ 
the day. And to say no more, the brute creatures are made 
to work on this day over and above the six days ; and thus 
are deprived of the rest to which they are entitled by the au- 
thority of God, whilst they aie forced to administer to the 
cupidity of those who forget the truth, ** that the righteous 
man is merciful to his beast." 

Your petitioners are the more deeply impressed with the 
imponance of observing the Sabbath, on account of the in- 
fluence which such observance has in promoting true mo- 
rality and social happiness. 

Of) this day, all classes of men assemble together in the 
presence of God, on terms of perfect equality : for, in his 
presence, the ruler is not more important than the ruled ; 
since both meet as sinners, needing the exercise of sovereign 
and tree mercy. 

On this day, they arc taught from the scriptures, the only 
source of truth, their duty, their interest, and their happiness. 

On this day, they unite, according to the direction of Godt 
in prayers for all men ; for magistrates as well as subjects — 
for the nation as well as individuals— for every description of 
persons. 

On this day, they manifest the gratitude which tliey owe to 
^iod for benefits received ; thanking him for his mercies, and 
eupplicatinp: his grace. 
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The effects arising from the duties in which they engage, 
the instruction which they receive, and their assembling to- 
gether before God, are all calculated to produce such a state 
of heart, and such a line of conduct, as directly promotes in- 
dividual and social happiness. 

Your petitioners are aware of the plea, which is used to 
jusdfy the infractions of the Sabbath, of which they complain. 
Works of necessity, such as arise out of extraordinary cir- 
cumstances, or such as are unavoi^lable for the support and 
comfort of life, together with works of. charity, are admitted 
to be lawful : for God delighteth in mercy rather than sacri- 
fice—But your petitioners cannot conceive that the ordinary 
occupations of life, in ordinary times, or the exercise of chari* 
ty, require such infractions of the Sabbath, as are occasioned 
by the carrying or opening of the mail on that day. For the 
cases of sickness (to take one of the strongest and most plausi- 
ble facts included in the plea of necessity) which arc com- 
municated by the mail, are too few, and happen at intervals 
too long, to justify the habitual breach of ihe Sabbath. As 
to the ordinary business of life, any prospect of gain, or fear 
of loss, cannot be admitted as legitimate causes for disobey- 
ing the command of God, to keep the Sabbath holy. No one 
ever yet has suffered, or will suffer, in obeying God, rather 
than his cupidity, his ambition, or his lusts. 
^ Your petitioners, moreover, feel themselves constrained, in 
their office as rulers in the church, to exercise the discipline 
of that church agfdnst those of their members who break 
the Sabbath in carrying or opening the mail on that day. In 
doing this, they are not conscious of any disrespect to the ci- 
vil authority of the land. They wish to render unto Caesar, 
the things which are Caesar's; but must, at eveiy hazard, render 
unto God the things which are God's. In thus honouring God 
more than men, they trust that their motives will be respected, 
and their conduct approved* 

Your petitioners are the more deeply impressed with the im- 
portance of a strict observance of the Sabbath, and the neces- 
sity of an alteration in the existing regulations of tlic post 
office, as far as they relate to the Sabbath, from tlie prospect 
of a war. As they firmly believe in the special providence of 
God, and that this providence is exercised according to those 
principles of truth revealed in tlie scriptures, they fear, 
and have just reason to fear, that the infractions of the Sab- 
bath allowed by civil law will draw down upon our nation the 
divine displeasure. God honours those who honour him, and 
casts down them who forget him. Obedience to his will adds 
dignity to rulers, and enforces subjection in those who are ru- 
led. 

From all these considerations, which have been given in 
detail, your petitioners pray for such an alteration in the law 
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fodi^ itiaflsy ss idB pfcvent the prafinMiaB a£ dto 
vow takes pface is carejbkg

Resolred^ that if any person have any coptes* which they 
can spare, of the printed extracts of the years 1804, 1 806, and 
1807, they be requested to forward them as soon as possible 
to the Stated Clerk. 



Resolved^ Tbat thb Assembly be dissolved, and that the next 
General Assembly be required to meet in the first Presbyte- 
rian church in the City of Philadelphia, on the third Thurs* 
day in May next, at 1 1 oVlock, A. M. 

The Moderator, therefore, dissolved this Assembly, ag^reear 
bly to the form prescribed by the constitution of the church.

nually, to them, what they have collected for these purposes.

The eause of Zion lies near the heart of every f incere 
foUoirer of die l^cdeemer. He deserves not the i^une 
of a diadple, who eamiot join the Psalmist in saying. If 
Ifargtt fheej Q yeru&alem^ let wy right hand forget her 
tunning; if I do not remember thee^ kt my tongue cleave 
t§ therqofcfmy moufh ; if 1 prefer not Jerusalem aSkove 
my chief jofy. In the prosperity of die Redeemer's king* 
dom^ IM honour of God, and the everlasting welfare of 
tbe sQujls of men are involved. That benevolence which 
distinguishes oya religion, incessandy utters the prayer,

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Thy kingdom come: and when the news reaches the truly 
religious man, from any quarter of the earth, that the 
interests of the truth as it is in JesiLS^ are advanced, and 
that the followers of the Redeemer are multiplied ; he 
experiences a joy similar in kind, to that which swells 
the bosoms of the angels of light, when sinners are 
brought to repentance. 

To those who are thus tenderly concerned for the pro- 
sperity of Zion, and who are waiting, and praying, and 
striving, for the peace of Jerusalem, we have the happiness 
to state, that, though we find many things within our 
bounds to deplore, yet, on the whole, we have abundant 
cause to thank God^ and take courage. Amidst much cold- 
ness, and declension, and iniquity, we discern evident to* 
kens, that God has not forgotten to be gracious. In some 
places within our bounds, during the past year, the Spirit 
has descended like a gentle dew, and in others in copious 
showers, making the parched heath as a fruitful field. 

The state of religion among a peopl**, may be judged 
of with tolerable correctness, from diat attention which 
the ordinances of religion, and the means of grace receive^ 
and irom those exertions and those sacrifices, which are 
made, to extend the Redeemer's kingdom. By their 
fruits shall ye know them^ is a rule of judging, prescribed 
by the Saviour himself. We view it then as an evidence 
that God, by the precious influences of his Spirit, is in 
the midst of our churches, when we learn, that there is, 
within our bounds, a respectful and general attendance 
on a preached gospel; that children and youth, and in 
some places the aged, are instructed by catechising, in 
the great truths and duties of religion ; that Missionary, 
and Bible, and Religious Tract societies exist, are nume- 
rous and extensively patronized, and are successfully 
exerting themselves, in spreading a knowledge of divine 
trutli ; that young men of hopeful piety, and of promis- 
ing talents, are taken from those occupations, to which 
their poverty had confined them, and are educated for 
more extensive usefulness in the church, as gospel mi- 
nisters ; that associations of young people are formed^ 
for the laudable purpose of sending the gospel to those, 
who enjoy not its stated ministrations ^ that the heathen 
ill distant lapds are remembered, with tender solicitude, 
and contributions are cheerfully and liberally made^ to^ 
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send the gospel to them ; that praying societies are ex- 
tensively instituted, and devoutly attended, and a hope 
is thus warranted, that the windows of heaveh will be 
opened, and the richest blessings descend on this guilty 
world. 

The number of churches within our bounds. Has, 
during the past year, considerably increased ; and desti- 
tute congregations, through the faithfulness of our minis- 
ters in their neighbourhood, have been extensively sup- 
tlied with the administration of gospel ordinances. We 
ope that those, who have thus been favoured, will not 
forget the solemn obligation which they are under to esta- 
blish, as speedily as possible, the gospel ministry perma- 
nently among themselves. We state with pleasure, that 
great harmony prevails in our churches, and that ministers 
and people appear to be walking together, in the charity, 
and faith, and order of the gospel. Infidelity and other 
ruinous errors, conscious of deformity, seem to court 
concealment ; while truth goes forth in her native loveli- 
ness, and meets with extensive approbation. 

But we have still more encburaging things than these 
to make known. In a number of places within our 
bounds, during the past year, there have been extensive 
revivals of religion. Scenes resembling those of Pente- 
cost, have been witnessed ; in which solemnity has per- 
vaded a people, sinners have been brought to inquire 
with solicitude, and with trembling, what they must do 
to be saved, and have at length been brought to rejoice 
in that glorious liberty, wherewith Christ makes free* 
Fresh evidence has thus been aflForded, of the reality of 
the religion of Jesus, and of the power and grace of 
God. We have seen the Ethiopian change his skin^ and 
the leopard his spots ; and have been forced to exclaim, 
in view of such miracles of mercy. This truly is the finger 
of God. The Presbyteries, in which such revivals have 
principally taken place, are Jersey, Hudson, Onondaga, 
and Albany; and the places which have been most ex- 
tensively visited, are Homer, Newark, Elizabeth-town, 
and Connecticut Farms. 

In many places, also, where no special revivals have 
existed, the cause of religion presents a pleasing aspect ; 
and die church looks green and flourisning, imder the 
gende dews of divine grace, distilling upon it« Numbers 
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are, Xrom time to time, added to the Lord, of such, we 
trust, as shall be saved. The religious instruction of 
children, has been blessed ; and that watchful care, which 
has been exercised over these lambs of the flock, has beeii 
often made a mean, by the great Shepherd and Bishop of 
souls, of bringing them into his fold. A strong incite- 
ment has thus been aiForded to parental and ministerial 
, fidelity ; and the pleasing hope is excitedt that a genera- 
tion shall rise up to praise God, when their fathers shall 
have fallen asleep^ We have also seen, in die events of 
the past year, viewed in connexion with their circui»* 
stances, fresh and impressive evidence, that God is a 
prayer hearing God; and that it is generally in answer to 
the earnest supplications of his people, that he appears ia 
his glory to build up Zion. 

But, while we thus rejoice in the divine goodness, we 
Have reason, also, to deprecate the divine displeasure. 
In too many places, within our bounds, a lukewarmness, 
and a neglect of religious ordinances prevail, and the 
vices of ^profane swearing, drunkenness, and sabbath 
breaking exist, to an alarming degree. In other places, 
things temporal, trifling in their nature, and momentary 
in their duration, engross the chief attention, to the ne^» 
gleet of those things, of whose importance and duration, 
we camiot at present, adequately conceive. While the 

i)rince of darkness is thus striving to maintain an uidial- 
owed dominion over the souls of men, let those who are 
clothed with the Christian armour labour, under the di- 
rection of the great Captain of their salvation, to deliver 
them from this cruel bondage, into the glorious liber^ of 
the sons of God. 

We learn that an awful mentality has prevailed in many 
places, within our bounds, and within the bounds of those 
sister churches with which we are cotmected; and we 
are sorry to be compelled to add, that thisdreadfiil visi- 
tation of the Almighty, does not seem to have been ex- 
tensively a mean of producing repentance and reforma- 
tion. A sleep like that of deaths must surely have fjedlen 
upon those, who can thus stand unmoved in their impeni- 
tency, while the arrows of death are flying thick around 
them. 

From the General Association of Connecticut, we 
le^rn, that, tl^ou^h tliere h^v^ bee9 fewer revivals of 
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religion, witiiin iheir botmdc, during the p^t year^ than 
in some ye»*s which have preceded it^ yet^ on the whoky 
religion is not in a less prosperous state, than it has hi* 
therto been» An entireliarmony there prevails, among 
the ministers and churches* 

In the county of Litchfield, a number of places have 
been refreshed, by an on^uring of the Spirit of Go«U 

In Yale College, s^pearances, in a religious point of 
view, are in a high degree hopefuU Many of the youth 
of that seminary^ are anxiously inquiring what they 
must do to be saved. 

The souls of all mankind are equally precious ; but 
we cannot but feel, that it is a subject of uncommon re- 
jmcing, when, by reviving religion in our most respecta^ 
ble seminaries of learnings God is prep^ing for an in^ 
creased number of able and faithAd ministers of the 
goerpeL 

Missionary, and Bible^ and ReligiofUS IVact societies^ 
are liberally snpported ( and the people of diis states 
have extensively ccmtributed to the missions in the east* 
They are also, with their brethren, in MassachusettSi^ 
midcing great exertions to arreat th6 progt*es8 of intetn- 
penmce^ that angel of darkness «nd of death, who, wiA 
a gismt step, has passed through <mr land, and slain hia 
thousands, and his tens of thousands^ and who is still 
continuing his awf|d work Of destruction. . 

From the General Astociation of Massachusetts pro-^ 
per^ we have reeeived encovftagtng intelligence. Reli* 
gi<Mi there^ not only itiaintains its ground, but gains new 
conquests. The cttUse of error^ to say the least, is sta- 
tiomaryi while the cause of truth and righteousness, is 
Steadily advnncbig* In some parts of that state, |^eas* 
lag revivals of religion have taken pkce. A great, and 
general, and promising eifort is making, to si^ipress in- 
tentperaBce, and it^ kindred vices. In no other part of 
oifir ^Hmtay, has such liberality been manifested, in 
foimdiiig and st^orCing benevolent religious nastitu^- 
tiOBS, having for their object die education of young 
Hien for the gospel ministry^ without expense to them- 
selves ; the disseitfiination of the Holy Scriptures in our 
Own limguage, aikd the preaching of the gospel in des* 
litute p»ts of our own country ; the trjmdation of the 
Scriptures imo the languages of die east, and the diffu- 
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sion of the light of divine truth among those, who are 
sitting in the region and shadow ofdeath. When Chris* 
tians, in other sections of our country, are informed, 
that the inhabitants of Massachusetts have contributed, 
during the six years last past, for the above purposes, a 
sum probably not less than half a million of dollars, will 
they not be provoked to go and do likewise ? 

From the General Association of Newhampshire, we 
learn, that, though many of their towns are destitute of 
churches and of the regular administration of gospel in- 
stitutions, and there vice lamentably prevails, yet where 
religious ordinances are established they are not enjoyed 
in vain. Ministers are faithful and zealous, in inculcat- 
ing truth, and in opposing error; and are labouring to 
strengthen the hands and encourage the hearts of each 
other, in their great and good work ; and the churches, 
walking in the faith and order of the gospel, are edified 
and increased. The serious people of this state are 
combining their eflForts, with their brethren in Massa- 
chusetts and Connecticut, to suppress the growing evil 
of intemperance. 

From the General Convention of Vermont, we learn, 
diat religion is, on the whole, progressive among them ; 
that some new churches have, during the past year, 
been formed } and that numbers of those which have, in 
time past, been destitute of the stated ordinances of re« 
lig^on, have settled gospel ministers among them. Be- 
nevolent institutions for the promotion of the interests 
of the Redeemer's kingdom, are increasing in number, 
and are respectably supported. The ministers and 
churches are happily united, in the faith and order of the 
gospel. Revivals of religion have existed in several 
places ; and in Middlebury College, an unusual degree of 
seriousness has prevailed. 

On the whole, the Assembly think, that religion has lost 
nothing, but on the contrary has gained much, during the 
past year ; and we would record the fact, to the honour 
of Him, whose is the kingdom^ the power and the glory. 

We exult in this consideration, though the nations ci 
the earth are convulsed, and our own beloved country is 
at length involved in the wide-spread flame of war, and 
is solemnly called to humble itself before a righteous and 
lio^ God) while it feels the infliction of one of his sorest 
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judgments. But recollecting, notwithstanding, that it 
was long since the divine prediction, that Jerusalem 
should be built in troublous times^ and observing that, in 
our day, amidst aU the falls and revolutions of empire 
which have afflicted and changed the face of the world, 
greater efforts have been made to extend the Re- 
deemer's kingdom, and with greater success, than for 
many centuries before ; we even derive encouragement 
from circumstances and events, which, viewed in them- 
selves, seem hostile to Zion, but which, in the hand of 
her Almighty king, and to demonstrate diat h^r cause is 
his own, are over-ruled for her prosperity and triumph. 

The prospect of victory animates the soldier to daring 
exploits : and surely a heroic fortitude becomes every 
soldier oi the cross, when the assurance is given, in the 
word of God, and when this assurance is confirmed by 
the dispensations of Divine Providence, that his labour 
shall not be in vain in the LorcL The events of the past 
year, admonish and encourage us to be stedfastj unmove^ 
able^ always cAounding in the work of the Lord. 

Glorious things are spoken of Zion, the city of our 
God. Her boundaries must be enlarged, until they 
shall end>race the whole family of man. And we behold, 
in the events which are now taking place, comfortable 
evidence, that the nig'ht is far spent^ and that the day is 
at hand. A noble spirit animates the protestant world, 
to spread the triumphs of the cross ; and in the exertions 
which are now making, and which have recently been 
made, and in the success which has crowned them, we 
think we perceive, the dawning of that day, when the 
great Sun of Righteousness shall arise on all the world, 
with healing under his wings. 

But the prince of darkness will not be dispossessed of 
his dominion, without a struggle. It is to be expected, 
that, before millenial glory shall irradiate the earth, he 
will muster his hosts unto battle, and that he will dispute 
for his territory, at every step, with the champions of 
the cross. The circumstances of the church and of the 
world, demand great sacrifices from Christians, and afford 
every encouragement to make them. 

Let all then who love our Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity ^ 
and who are waiting for the consolation of Israel^ being 
strong in tksir Lord alone^ rise in tiiie majesty of their 
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Strength, and resolve (and let their pietf , their prayers, 
and meir exertions, testify to the sincerity of their reso- 
httkni^ tha^for ZtotCs sake they will not hold their peac€^ 
* amd for yeru9akfn?s take they will not rest^ until the 
rifhteoueness thereof go forth ae brightneesy and the saU 
nation thereof as a lamp that bumetfu 



Resolved, That the standing Committee of Missions 
be requested to present the Aanks of this Assembly to 
" the Rev. Andrew Flinn, D. D. for the missionary ser- 
mon, which, by their appointment, he preached the pre* 
ipeding evening* 



The Committee, to which was referred the overture 
lor the appointment of a day of fasting, humiliation and 
primer, reported ; and their report, being read and amend^r 
edt was adopted, and is as follows : viz. 

When, in the righteous government of God, he is 
pleased to visit any people with the tokens of his dis- 
pleasure, it is the duty of all, and especially of his 
(Jiurcb, to acknowledge his holy providence ; to humble 
themselves under his mighty hand; and to implore 
that grace which they need, both for dieir deliverance, 
aiwl for the sanctified improvement of his dispensations* 

And, whereas, in the course of the past year, it has 
pleased Almighty God to visit our beloved country with 
the calamity of War, by which many extensive districts 
within our bounds, have been greatly distressed and de« 
9ol«(^d ; and in the progress of which the moral and 
spiritual interests of those districts have sustained the 
most evident and l^unentable injury : Whereas there has 
been, during the same period, an unusual prevalence of 
wasting Pestilence : Whereas, while we have much rea<r 
son to bless the God of all grace, for the favourable as<« 
pect of our church in general, diere is ground to mourn 
over the spiritual decline, which is too evident within 
the bounds of some of our Presbyteries : And, whereas 
we are all chargeable, both in our civil and ecclesiastical 
capacities, with many sins, of which it is our duty to re- 
pent before God. 

Therefore, Resolved, that it be recommended to all 
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the churches under our care, to observe the JF^fr^i^ 
Thursday of August next^ as a day of Humtliation^ 
Fastings and Prayer ; that we then humble ourselves 
before God ; that we confess to him our many sins, with 
penitent and obedient hearts ; and that we beseech him, 
for Christ's sake, to pardon our national and individual 
transgressions ; to sanctify to us the judgments which he 
executeth ; to restore the blessings of peace to our bleed- 
ing country ; to inspire our Civil Rulers with that wis* 
dom which is from above ; to preserve and perpetuate 
our national imion, and all our privileges, both civil and 
religious ; and, above all, to pour out upon our churches^ 
upon all denominations of Christians, and upon all des- 
criptions of people, the influences of his Holy Spirit, that 
the religion of Jesus Christ, in its purity and power, 
may be every where revived ; that the interests of order, 
truth, and righteousness may every where abound and 
prevail; and that we may lead quiet and peaceable lives^ 
in all godliness and honesty. 

Resolved, That, if the President of the United States, 
shall, previous to the day above specified, recommend 
the observance of a day of humiliation, fasting, and 
prayer, different from that which has been assigned, 
then, and in that case, it is recommended to the churches 
undi^r our care to observe the day which may be ap- 
poinited by the civil government of our country ; other- 
wise to observe the day appointed by the General As- 
sembly. 

Resolved, That, in order to promote the observance of 
the day above-mentioned in a suitable manner, it be, and 
it hereby is, recommended to the churches imder our 
care, to abstain from all servile labour and recreations 
on said day. 

Resolved, That certified copies of this report be 
transmitted to the President of the United States; to 
the President of the Senate, and the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives of the United States ; to the 
General Associations of Connecticut and Massachusetts; 
to the Synod of the Associate Reformed Church, now 
in session in this city ; and to the S]niod of the Re- 
formed Dutch Church.

Resolved, That, as a considerable and evident diver- 
sity of opinion has, for a length of time, existed among 
the judicatures and ministers of our communion, on the 
question, whether Presbyteries can regularly proceed to 
ordination sine titulo, without consulting a higher judi- 
cature ; and it is expedient, for the peace and order 

* Should all the Missionary appomtments already made, be fulfilled, 
>uid the several Presbyteries avsol themselves of the privilege granted, 
the expense, at forty dollars per month, will amount to four thousand, 
four hundr^ and ten dollars. 

Since the rising of the Assembly, the Rev. James W. Thompson has 
been appointed, for tiiiree months, in North Carolina. He is to com* 
mence bis route at Newbem. 
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of the church, that this questioii should be decided ; thift 
Assembly, therefore, repeal the act of the last Assem- 
bly, by which a further attention to this subject was dis- 
missed ; and this Assembly do farther direct, that all the 
Presbyteries under the care of the Assembly, as well 
those which have heretofore voted on this subject, bb 
those which have^ot, do send up in writing the expres- 
sions of their ep'inh^ikupn the subject to the next General 
Assembly ; in order that there ms^ be a constitutional and 
final decision on the point in controversy, and that the 
practice relative thereto may be uniform in all parts of 
our church. The rule proposed, and on which an af- 
firmative or negative vote of the Presbyteries is required, 
is in the following words: viz. 

" It shall be the duty of the Presbyteries, when they 
think it necessary to ordain a candidate without a call to 
a particular pastoral charge, to take the advxe of a Synod, 
or of the General Assembly, before they proceed to such 
ordination." 



The Committee appointed to report to the Assembly 
the result of the attention which the Presbyteries seve- 
rally had paid to the subject of educating poor and pious 
young men for the gospel ministry, as appeared irom 
the votes of the Assembly, reported ; and their report 
being read, was adopted, and is as follows : viz» 

From the information laid before the Assembly, it ap- 
peared, that only ten Presbyteries, viz. Londonderry, 
Geneva, Columbia, Hudson, New York, Jersey, Nor- 
thumberland, New Castle, Huntingdon, Miami have, 
this year, made regular reports on the subject. Informal 
statements have been made, by the Commissioners 
from the Presbyteries of Ca3ruga, Onondaga, Oneida, 
Albany, Long Island, New Brunswick, Philadelphia^ 
Carlisle, Baltimore, Redstone, Lancaster, Winchester, 
Hanover, Lexington, West Lexington, Concord, and 
Harmony. No reports on the subject, nor information 
in any way, has been laid before the present Assembly^ 
from the Presbyteries of Hopewell, Union, South Caro- 
lina, Orange, Transylvania, and Abingdon. 

From the reports and statements made, as above, it 
appeared that twenty-seven young smb afe now receiving 
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education for the ministry : selected and- lupported by 
the following Presbyteries ; viz. by the Presbytery of 
Oneida, one ; Columbia, two ; Onondaga, one ; Albany^ 
one ; Hudson, one ; New York, four ; Jersey, five ; New 
Brunswick, two ; Philadelphia, three ; New Casde, one; 
Baltimore, one; Ohio, two; Winchester, one ; Hanover, 
two. 

The other Presbyteries, from which information has 
been received, through their Commissioners, have offered 
such reasons for their not having attended to this subject^ 
as the Assembly have deemed it proper to sustain. 

The Assembly exceedingly regret to learn Irom the 
reports and statements made this year, that so lew of 
the Presbyteries, have as yet prosecuted with effect the 
important business of selecting and educating poor and 
pious youth of promising talents, for the gospel minis* 
try; especially when the demand for able and faithful 
ministers is so pressing, and constantly encreasing 
throughout this great and growing country. 

And, whereas, there is a great deficiency in regular and 
authentic reports from several Presbyteries on this sub* 
ject ; and, whereas it appeared fiom statements made by 
members present, that some oi the Presbyteries had not 
raised any collections, because they had no immediate 
object to apply them to ^— Therelore, Resolved, that all 
the Presbyteries be careful to transmit, for the future, 
written and authenticated reports on this subject to the 
Assembly; and that, where circumstances vrill permit, 
they annually raise funds for this important purpose, as 
well as diligently seek ibr suitable characters, for their 
appropriation. 



The Committee appointed by the last Assembly to re- 
vise a report made to that Assembly, on the subject of 
disciplining baptized children, and to have it printed ; 
reported, tibat they had accomplished the object of their 
appointment, and had taken measures for sending several 
copies of the report to the different Presbyteries. 

Resolved, That five copies of the report published on 
the subject of disciplining baptized children be allowed 
to each Presbytery, and diat one copy be given to each 
member of this Assembly. 
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The Committee to which the report of the Directors 
of the Theological Seminary was referred, reported ; and 
their report, being read and amended, was adopted, and is 
s^ follows : viz. 

Resolved, First, That the Report of the Directors be 
accepted, and that the Assembly highly approve the fi- 
delity and zeal, with which they have hidierto performed 
the trust reposed in them. 

Second, That it be, and it is hereby, recommended by 
the Assembly to their members to endeavour to promote 
the sale and circulation of the discourses delivered'^t the 
inauguration of the Professor in the Theological Semi- 
nary. 



The Committee appointed to count the votes given for 
Directors of the Theological Seminary, to supply vacan- 
cies in that Board, reported ; and, from their report, it 
appeared that the Rev. John Woodhull, D. D. the Rev. 
Jacob J. Janeway, the Rev. John E. Latta, and Mr. 
Robert- Lenox were chosen ; and they were, therefore, 
declared duly elected Directors of the Theological Semi- 
nary. 



It being the order of the day, the Assembly proceeded 
to the election of a Professor of Ecclessiastical History 
and Church Government in the Theological Seminary; 
and, the ballots being taken and counted, die Rev. Samuel 
Miller, D. D. was decl^^ed duly elected. 



The subject of locating the Theological Seminary per- 
manently naving been postponed yesterday, was called 
up this momif!g ; and, after a full discussion of the sub-^ 
ject, the following Resolution was adopted : viz. 

Resolved, That the permanent location of the Theolo- 
gical Seminary be in the borough of Princeton, New 
Jersey, in conformity with the agreement with the Trus- 
tees of the College, signed at Princeton, June 26th, 1811, 
and ratified by the General Assembly^ at their sessions 
in May, 1812.

It was recommended by the Assembly, that the Presby- 
teries take order severally, for obtaining donations to 
the Theological Fund. It was also recommended by the 
Assembly, that the several Presb3^ries of which the 
agents are members, take order for the supply of their 
pulpits, during their absence from their charges, in pro- 
secuting the business of their agency. 



An application from the Synod of the Carolinas, for 
the division of their Synod, was overtured and read. 
Whereupon it was resolved, that the said Synod be «i^ 
vided as follows : viz. 

That the Presbyteries of Orange, Concord, and Fay-. 
etteville be constituted a Synod, to be known by the 
name of the Synod of North Carolina ; to meet at Alle- 
mance church, on the first Thursday of October next: 
— ^That the Rev. Dr. James Hall, or in case of his ab* 
sence, then the senior member present, open the Synod 
with a sermon, and preside until a Moderator be chosen ; 
and that the Synod meet afterwards on their own ad- 
journments. 

That the Presbyteries of South Carolina, Hopewell 
and Harmony be constituted a S} nod, to be known by 
the name of the Synod of South Carolina and Georgia ; 
to meet on the first Thursday in November next, at Up- 
per Long Cane church, and afterwards on their own ad- 
journments ; — ^that the Rev. Dr. Henry Kollock, or in 
case of his absence, then the senior minister present^ 
preach the opening sermon, and preside until a Mode- 
rator be elected. 
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It was stated to the Assembly by Dr* Green in behalf of 
himself and Ebenezer Hazard, esq. that from a variety of 
circumstanceSf they find it impracticable to go on with 
the History of the Presbyterian Church, which they were 
appointed to write, by an act of the General Assembly, 
passed in the year 1804, and in the-^ writing of whicH, 
they have made considerably progress, and for its conti- 
nuance have in their hands many materials. It was, at 
the same time requested by these gentlemen, that the 
Rev. Samuel Miller, D. D. mi^t,if it should seem good 
to the Assembly, be appointed to receive irom them, all 
the papers, which they possess relative to the History in ' 
question, and that he be authorised and requested to 
complete the same. 

Whereupon Resolved, that all the papers relative te 
the History of the Presbyterian Church in the United 
States, in die hands of Dr. Green and Mr. Hazard, be 
by them deposited with Dr. Miller, and that he be ap- 
pointed and directed to continue and complete said His- 
tory ; and that the arrangement in regard to the copy- 
right of diis History (which right has heretofore been 
assured to Dr* Green and Mr. Hazard) be settled be- 
tween them and Dr. Miller, as shall be mutually satis- 
factory, to the parties severally.

Report of the Board of Directors of the 
Theological Seminary. 

The Board of Directors of the Theological Seminary 
. of the Presbyterian Church in the United States of 
America, through the good hand of their God. upon 
dnem, are enabled to present this their First Report to 
the General Assembly, under circumstances favourable 
and encouraging. According to appointment, they met 
on the 30th of June, 1813, in Princeton, and chose the 
Rev. Dr. Ashbel Green their President, the Rev. Dr. 
Ph^p MiHedoler Aeir Vice Presidoit, and the Rev. 
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John McDowell, Secretary. The various and important 
duties coijtmitted to their trust, they have endeavoured 
conscientiouslv to fulfil, in hutnblc, but firm confidence in 
that glorious Redeemer, who hath promised to be with 
his people to the end of the world. The account of their 
stewardship, they will now give with simplicity and fide- 
lit}' ; and then suggest such measures iis they may deem 
worthy ot the Assembly's notice. 

For the sake ot perspicuity they will arrange the nar- 
rative of their proceedings under distinct heads. 

I. Of the Professor and his inauguration. 

At their first meeting, the Directors received informa- 
tion from the Rev. Dr. Archibald Alexander of his ac-' 
ceptance of the office of Processor of Didactic and 
Polemic Theology in the Seminary. They immediately 
made the necessary arrangements to procure irom the 
Presbytery of Philadelphia the dissolution of the pastoral 
connexion between him and his congregation, as also to 
inaugurate him into the office of Professor, in the eyeiit- 
of such dissolution. On the 12th of August the certifi- 
cate of Dr. Alexander's dismission Irom h:s charge being 
presented to the Board, they did solemnly inaugurate 
him as Professor. The discourses delivered on that oc- 
casion have, by their order, been printed, under the im- 
pression that these discourses would ^^ fully make known 
to the Christian public the views and designs with which 
the Institution under their care had been founded, and 
was then opened for the reception of pupils." The As- 
sembly by noticing this publication will promote the ob- 
ject of the Board, and the interests of the Infant Senu- 
nary of which they are the guardians. 

II. The Students. 

On the day of the inauguration, William Blair, John 
Covert, and Heniy Blatchford, were, received by the. 
Board as students in the Seminary. Subsequent to that 
period, Leverett I. F. Huntington, W.m. A. M^Dowell^ 
James H. Parmele, Henry R. Weed, Halsey Wood, 
and Benjamin P. Stanton, have been received. One of 
these, viz. William A. McDowell, who was far advanced 
in his Thecdogical course before be entered the Seminary, 
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has been licensed to preach the gospel by the Presbytety 
of New Brunswick. The remaining eight are still m 
the Seminary. The term of their probation being ex- 
pired, the Professor, whose duty it is to report any who 
may be unqualified to proceed^ has informed the Board^ 
that " the capacity of every student in this Seminary, for 
the acquisition of knowledge, is respectable, and most of 
them may by care and exercise become good speakers. 
Their character, for piety and good conduct, he adds^ is 
irreproachable. Their diligence in prosecuting their 
studies and cheerful compliance with the directions of 
their teacher deserve commendation." 

III. The Plan of Studies. 

The Board cannot better exhibit this, than in the words 
of the Professor in his report to them. " The attention 
of the students, for that part of the first year which is 
past, has been directed, in the first place, to the original 
languages in which the Sacred Scriptures were written ; 
and, in the next place, to the English translation of the 
Scriptures, which they have been reading in order. In 
connexion with these studies, they have paid attention to 
Patriarchial and Mosaical rites and mstitutions ; to 
Jewish antiquities and oriental customs ; to Scriptural 
Chronology and Geography ; and to the connexion be- 
tween sacred and profane history, and between the Old 
and New Testaments. They have been required to read 
compositions and speak orations of their own composing, 
agreeably to the plan of the Seminary adopted by the 
General Assembly. The Professor would observe, how- 
ever^ that both himself and students experienced conside- 
rable inconvenience from the want of suitable compends 
on the several branches which they attempted to pursue. 
The knowledge sought was often contained in massy 
folios, and mostly in foreign languages ; and such books 
as would have been convenient in size and suitable for 
our purposes, in many instances, were out of our reach ; 
or so few copies could be obtsdned, that the whole class 
could not pursue the study at once. Your Professor has 
done the best in his power to supply this deficiency by 
collecting scraps, and making translations and abridg- 
ments from every work which he could find suitable to 
his purpose. The labour which this required he does 
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not regret to have bestowed, as he is convinced that the 
employment has been profitable to himself, as well as 
useful to the students. 

IV. Accommodation of the Students. 

The students of the Seminary have been well accommo- 
dated, both as it relates to boarding and lodging in the 
College : for the most part they have been room mates, 
and in the refectory have eaten together at a separate 
table. On the subject of the aid expected from the 
charitable funds under the controul of the Trustees of 
New Jersey College, the Directors deem it their duty 
to state the following facts. ''In November last, at the 
meeting of a number of the Trustees of the College, (a 
quorum of the Board not being convened,) the President 
was advised to afford to the students of the Seminary 
such assistance as they might need for the winter and 
spring then ensuing. In consequence of this advice, 
the price of board, to all who chose to receive Jt, 
has hitherto been reduced to one dollar per week ; and 
the whole expenses of one student in the articles of 
board and room rent, have been defrayed from the funds 
of the College. At a meeting of the Board of Trustees of 
the College, on the 13th of the present month, they passed 
the following resolutions : viz. 

1. That on account of the absence of certain members 
of the Board, who have heretofore had under their con- 
sideration some points pertaining to this subject, a final 
decision thereon be postponed until the next meeting. 

2. That, in the mean time, the students in the Theolo- 
gical Seminary, with respect to pecuniary accommodation, 
be treated in all respects as ordinary students of College. 

On these resolutions the Directors remark, that the 
Theological Seminary will be in session less than three 
months before the next meeting of the Board of Trustees 
of the College — ^that the deficiency in the support of the 
students of the Seminar}', for these three months, occa- 
sioned by the resolutions recited, has been provided for by 
a private appropriation — ^that they cherish a sanguine ex- 
pectation, not only from the articles of stipulation be- 
tween the Assembly and the Trustees of the College, 
but also from llie acts of the Trustees themselves, and 
from information received relative to the prevalent sen- 
timents of the members of the Bpard of Trustees, that 



the Board will, at their next meeting, give considerable 
assistance in the support of the students of the Seminary 
— ^that the better to insure the obtaining of this assistance, 
the Assembly should enjoin on the Board of Directors to 
recommend a specific number of the Theological students 
as candidates for the aid, stipulated in the last article of 
the agreement entered into between them and the As- 
sembly. 

The Professor, in his report to the Board, states, that 
**no collision, jealousy, or unpleasant feelings of any 
kind, have arisen between the Theological students and 
those of the College. As far as is known to him, they 
have been uniformly treated with the respect due to their 
station. From the President and faculty of College, every 
accommodation and friendly attention has been afforded 
which it was in their power to bestow; and from the 
inhabitants of the town and vicinity the students have 
received many civilities." 

The Board feel extremely gratified in stating to the 
Assembly, that experience has proved, thus far, that the 
two institutions have had a mutual influence in promot- 
ing each other's benefit. The students of the Theologi- 
cal Seminary, by their respectable personal characters, as 
well as their exemplar}'^ deportment, have recommended 
to the students of the College, with whom they live upon 
terms of the greatest cordiality and friendship, the reli- 
gion of Jesus Christ. In return they have received 
Ddany advantages, from their connexion with and resi- 
dence in the CoUege. The majority of them are mem- 
bers of the literary societies. Of those societies they re- 
ceive the common benefits, and the use of their libraries. 
Besides this, they have the President's promise, that he 
will give them lectures and lessons on the 'composition 
and structure of sermons, and on elocution. They have, 
moreover, the opportunity of attending the course of in- 
struction in religion which the President gives to the 
students of the College. 

V. Of the Funds. 

The Board have not judged it expedient to publish an 
address to the Christian public, for aiding the funds of 
the institutioA as directed by the Assembly. They have, 
however, sent a circular letter to the Presbyterian con- 
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gregations in the cities and towns of Savannah, Augusta, 
Charleston, Baltimore, Philadelphia, Trenton, Princeton, 
New Brunswick, Elizabethtown, Morristown, Orange, 
Newark, New York, Hudson, Albany, Schenectady, Troy 
and I,ansingburg ; requesting them to take up a public 
collection in each of them, to aid in defraying the ex- 
penses of the Seminary for the present year. Nearly 
JSlOOO have been reported to the faKDard as dius collected :

Of this sum, the collections made in the 2d and 3d con- 
gregations in Philadelphia are requested by the donors to 
be appropriated to the reduction of the board of the stu- 
dents ; and with the consent of the Assembly will be thus 
used by the Directors. 

The Board have directed the Treasurer of the Trustees 
of the Assembly, to invest the funds of the Seminary 
uniformly *in the public funded debt of the United 
States. 

They have also adopted the following plan for a per- 
manent and contingent fund. 

First, Resolved, That all the subscriptions, donations, 
and legacies pow ip hapd, as well as those which shall 
be hereafter collected, constitute a permanent fund. The 
principal or capital of this fund, not to be broken upon, 
eiccept by very urgent circumstances ; such as the build- 
ing of houses for the Seminary — the purchase of a library, 
or other indispensable calls, incident to the infant state 
of the Seminary. 

Second, Resolved, That the contingent fund be formed 
by the interest of the permanent fund j by the amount 
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of the collections made in the congregations as hereto- 
fore recommended ; by the special draughts on the per- 
manent fund, if they shall be found indispensable ; and 
by any donations that may be specially appropriated to 
liiis purpose: and that the contingent fund defray the 
expenses of the year ; and that if, in any year, there be a 
surplusage, it be added to the capital of the permanent 
fund. 

The Directors, finally, on this subject, with pleasure, 
inform the Assembly, that Richard Stockton, esq. of the 
borough of Princeton, has promised to convey to the 
Rev. John McDowell, Samuel Bayard, esq. and Dr. John 
Van Cleeve, as Trustees in behalf of this Board, or the 
survivors, or survivor, and their heirs respectively, a lot 
of four acres of land for the use of the Seminary, pro- 
vided it be located in the said borough. 

VI. Examination of the Students. 

The Directors have, during this month, attended to an 
examination of th^ students of the Seminary on the He- 
brew language, Patriarchal and Mosaical Institutions, 
Jewish Antiquities, Scriptural Chronology and Geogra- 
phy, Biblical history, connexion between Sacred and 
Profane history and between the history of thfe Old and 
New Testament. The Professor informed the Board, 
that the students were prepared to be examined on the 
original Greek of the gospels, and on a select number of 
Campbell's critical disputations : but their examination 
on these subjects was omitted for want of time* 

The examination afforded the Board much satisfaction 
in regard to the fidelity and diligence of the Professor, 
and die proficiency of the students. They cannot but 
cherish the hope that these young men will fully realize 
the expectation of the friends of this institution. 

« 

VII. Of the Library. 

An appropriation of SlOO has been made for the pur- 
chase of books immediately wanted; of which sum 
%77 49 has been expended* Fot the purpose of in- 
creasing the library, the Board at an early period re- 
solved, that every Director should solicit donations^ in 
books. The success of different applications in procuring 
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books, has encouraged the Board to continue the resolu- 
tion. 

VIIL Of Resignations. 

The Rev. Dr. Philip Milledoler, having left the Pres- 
byterian church, and connected himself widi the Reformed 
Dutch church, has resigned his office as Vice President. 
His place as Director must therefore be considered as 
resigned. The Rev. Dr. Saxauel Miller has been elected 
Vice President in his place. 

The Rev. Dr. Alexander has declined taking his seat 
as a Director, in consequence of his acceptance of the 
office of Professor. 

The Rev. Dr. James P. Wilson has also sent in a letter 
to the Board, resigning his seat as a Director, in conse- 
quence of his ill health. 

IX. Of Expenditures. 

Of the the 23000 appropriated by the Assembly 
to the order of the Board, the following sums have 
been elxpended : viz.

In connexion with this report, and as a part of their 
duty, the Directors recommend the three following sub- 
jects to the Assembly, as demanding their notice. 

1. The immediate appointment of an additional Pro- 
fessor. The necessity of this measure must be obvious 
to every reflecting person. One man cannot do justice 
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to any number of students in prosecuting their theological 
studies. And it should be recollected, to use the lan- 
guage of the Professor in his report to this Board, "thatt 
the whole of his time has been occupied in attending to 
tibose branches which do not properly belong to his de- 
partment, so that he has had very little opportunity of 
preparing for the duties of his office in that branch of 
Theology which has been assigned him." In the present 
state of our Seminary, it is of die last importance tnat we 
should form its character so as to procure the approbation 
and patronage of the Christian public. To secure this, 
we must place it upon a level with other institutions of a 
similar kind in this country, especially in the number of 
its Professors, and the consequent increase of advantages 
to the students. 

2. SoiAe provision ought to be made by the Assembly 
to assist in defraying the expenses of the students. 

3. The Seminary ought to be permanently located. 
In concluding their report, the Directors congratulate 

the Assembly qn the present state and future prospects of 
their infant Seminary. Considering the difficulties at- 
tending such an institution, they have every reason to 
calculate, under the smiles of Divine Providence, upon 
final and complete success. Should they however fail, 
(which may God foAid,) they will have the satisfaction 
of failing in a noble cause.

Statement by the Corporation of the Widows' Fund. 

The Committee on the Treasurer's account, present 
.die following Summary of his information respecting the 
state of the Fund. 

The productive Capital of the Corporation is 237,360 75 
Which yields an annual Interest amounting to 2,241 64 
The amount of Annuities payable is » - 1,613 31 
Learning an annxial Surplus in favour of the fimd 628 33 
Besides iff^iich there are Contributions now due 1 ,073 80 
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The present number of Contributors is eighteen. 

Deposits of S400 each, have been made by three 
churcnes, and by four individuals. 

It is with great pleasure the Committee contemplate 
the present situation of the Fund ; and their pleasure is 
not a litde increased by a retrospective view which an ad- 
ditional, and very interesting document, exhibited by the 
Treasurer, affords. It contains the names of those who 
have been contributors from the commencement of the 
institution, and are deceased, — ^dieir annual contributions, 
—-the whole amount of contributions received^ — and of 
annuities paid. . From this statement it appears, that 
from the commencement of the institution to the present 
time, the annuities to the families of thirty-six contri- 
butors have become extinct :

From their ignorance of the number of children be- 
longing to the families, the Committee cannot ascertain 
how many individuals have derived relief and consola- 
tion from this beneficent institution : but the hearts of 
above Jifty widows have been gladdened by it; and it 
has prevented, or wiped away, the tears of many an 
orphan >— so large a sum as 262,000 could not have been 
distributed for these purposes without producing very 
sensible effects. And such have been the smiles of Pro- 
vidence on this undertaking, that, notwithstanding so 
surprising a disbursement, Uie Fund is at present more 
than adequate to all the demands upon it, and the capital 
is annually increasing. How mucn more useful might 
the institution be ! But the Committee and the corpora- 
tion have to regret, that although their attention is con- 
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stantly required — dieir labours are great— and their 

services gratuitously rendered — ^those for whose ho^t 

it was intended, have been too often deprived of^imb- 

sistance through the negleqt pf such, as by becoming 

contributors, might, at so easy a rate have provided for 

those of their own houses.—- Apprehensions that the 

fund would afford but precarious security, may have 

deterred ^ome ; but it is presumed that such cannot be 

entertained after the demonstration which the above 

statement affords: the Commit^ take the liberty of 

recommending that it be communicated to the Rev. 

.General Assembly now sitting,, for the information of 

)Sfit members. In this case uie Corporation ijrill have 

^ded another to the various attempts they have already 

,xaade, to render the fund more extexv^ively beneficiaji; 

gnd even should they now fail, they will be unfortunate,

MINUTES OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY.

MAY 19th, 1814. 

THE General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
in the 'United States of America met, agreeably to ap- 
pointment, in the Second Presbyterian Church in the 
city of Philadelphia, at 11 o'clock A. M. (the First Pres- 
byterian Church having been, owing to injury sustained 
l^fire, rendered unfit for their accommodation,) and was 
Opened by the Rev. Samuel Blatchfdrd, D. D. with a 
sermon from Daniel xii. 3. ^^ And they that be wise 
shall shine as the brightness of the firmament, and they 
that turn many to righteousness, as the stars for ever and 
cver.^*

Agreed, that a free conversation on the state of reli- 
gion be the order of the day for Monday next. 

A connected Narrative of the State of Religion was 
read ; and, being amended, was adopted, and is as fol- 
lows, viz. 

In reviewing the dealings of Divine Providence to- 
ward their churches the past, year, the General Assem- 
bly have abundant testimony, that the King of Zion is 
the guardian of his people. Every glance discovers the 
finger of God. In those congregations that are favour- 
ed with the institutions of the Gospel, the Assembly are 
happy to find a respectful and general attention to the 
preached word. Though in a few places, there has been 
n partial suspension of ministerial labours, arising from 
the unhappy state of some congregations on our fron- 
tiers ; and in others, some defection in the regard which 
has been heretofore paid to the duties ol the Sanctuary ; 
yet there has been on the whole, an increased attention 
to the means of grace.

•torca Philadelphia. 
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There is a state between that stupidity which casts a 
gloom around every prospect, and that excitement which 
gilds every prospect with hope, that characterizes many 
of our congregations. In these churches, there is no 
general out-pouring of the Spirit of grace ; but there is 
that anxiety to hear the preached word, that solicitude 
to frequent public and private associations for prayer, 
together with some instances of conviction, and more of 
solemnity, wtiich we venture to hail as the earnest of 
better days. 

In many of our congregations, these days of hope have 
already issued in seasons of refreshing and joy* The 
same Saviour that took away the hard and stony hearts 
of the Jews in Babylon, and that shed forth his Holy 
Spirit on the day of Pentecost, is giving before our eyes, 
signal exhibitions of his amiable sovereignty, and irre* 
.sistible grace. In many places, the people of God have 
been roused from their lethargy; affected with clear 
views of divine things, and animated ^Hh ardent de* 
sires to promote the interest of the Redeemer's king- 
-dom, and to see it promoted in the world. The atten* 
tion of the thoughtless has been powerfully arrested. 
Mtdtitudes have been awakened to a sense of their sin- 
fulness, their danger, and their duty : and i;nany a stout 
hearted rebel has been brought to bow before the feet of 
a.crucified Saviour. The Congregations that have been 
eminently favoured with these effusions of mercy, are 
in the towns of Pompey and Homer, within the Presby- 
tery of Onondaga ; in Utica, Whitesborough and Litch- 
field, within the Presbytery of Oneida ; and in Hebron, 
within the Presbytery of Columbia. In several congre- 
gations within the bounds of the Jersey Presbytery, in 
addition to the gleanings of an earlier harvest, there 
have been a number of extensive revivals. New Pro- 
vidence, Morristown, Bloomfield, Orange, Newark, Eli- 
zabeth-town and Connecticut Farms, have been highly 
favoured of God. In Hanover, South Hanover and 
Springfield particularly, the right hand of the Lord has been 
truly exalted^ within the course of the past winter. While 
casting our eyes toward this favoured district of country, 
where there have been three extensive revivals in eleven 
years, we remember with thankfulness, the years of the 

Q 
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rig'ht hand of the Most Htghy and render pnuse to Mm 
Tvhose mercy endureth for ever • In Princeton and King- 
ston, within the bounds of the New Brunswick Presby- 
tery, we have also the privilege to state, that there is an 
increased attention to religion. We are exceedingly 
happy to hear that God is drawing so near one of our 
principal Seminaries of learning : and we indulge the 
hope, that he will again visit in mercy this favoured In^ 
stitution* We have reason to believe, that vital pienf 
is evidently rising in influence in some parts of Virgi- 
nia. In Richmond, Petersburgh, Fredericksburgfa, and 
particularly Norfolk, there have been considerable effu- 
sions of the Spirit, though no general revivals. New 
churches have been established ; encouraging additions 
to them have been made ; and at the present time, the 
prospect is unusually animating. In the counties of Al- 
bemarle, Culpepper and Madison, very considerable at^ 
tention has been excited by the labours of Missionaries. 
In the congregations of Hawiields and Crossroads, within- 
the bounds of the Presbytery of Orange, there has also- 
been some unusual seriousness. In the Presbytery of 
West Lexington, the prevalence of malignant disease has- 
been followed by deep searchings of heart and anxious 
cries for mercy. And among the blacks in the Presby- 
tery of Harmony, we are rejoiced to learn there is mucht 
solemnity, and great engagedness in divine things. In- 
some of the aforementioned places, the attention to reli- 
gion seems to be at present on the decline, and in others, 
it is still advancing. The whole scene is enough to glad- 
den the heart. The risen Redeemer still has the work- 
of Salvation in his own hands, and turneth the hearts 
of the children of men, whithersoever he will, as the- 
rivers of water are turned. 

The subjects of these revivals have been chiefly from* 
among the youth — trom the children of believing parentsi 
and in some places, particularly from the youth who 
have paid punctual and respectlul regard to catechetical 
instruction. The general character of the work has been 
such as usually marks the genuine operations of the Holy 
Spirit. Though not without great power of feeling, the 
subjects have been free from the appearance of extrava- 
gance. The seasons of worship have been sacredly still. 
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rather than tumitltuously violent. The speechless ag(v 
ny of n>ultitudes who have been brought to see their 
sinfulness and their danger, has been more the effect 
of truth bearing down upon the conscience, than that 
transient and violent emotion, excited by natural fear, 
and cherished by animal feeling. They have been 
deeply impressed with a sense of the infinite majesty 
and holiness of God,— of the spirituality, extent, and 
obligations of the divine law, — ^the exceeding sinfiilness 
of sin,— the total depravity of the human heart, — the 
necessity of regeneration by the almighty power of the 
Hcdy Spirit, — of justification, not by worksy but freely 
ly the grace of God^ through the redemption that is in 
GbtUt yesusy — ^the indispensible necessity of an interest 
in atoning blood, and of that holiness without xvhich 
no man shall see the Lord. 

The General Assembly are gratified to learn that 
praying societies, established for the special purpose 
of im]Soring the effusion of the Holy Spirit upon the 
Ckurches ; charitable institutions for the aid of poor 
and pious young men for the gospel ministry, and for 
sending the gospel to the heathen — and societies for 
Ae rdigious instruction of the children in the suburbs 
of our cities; have increased in number, and are widely 
extending their influence. Nor can they regard with 
too much gratitude, the heavenly ardor of many pious 
females, whose weekly associations for prayer, and daily 
exertions in the distribution of Bibles among the poor,' 
show us what it is to imitate tlie example of him who 
wait about doing good. 

The Assembly feel no small satisfaction in stating 
the increase of united and vigorous effort in some por- 
tion of country within their limits, for the advancement 
of morals. A solicitude upon this subject is beginning 
to be felt. The indispensible necessity of embodying 
the influence of the land in favor of religion and mo- 
rality, is beginning to be felt deeply : and we canyot 
but hope that such a combination will be formed ; and 
cannot but believe that it will be greatly successful. 

During the year past, Bible Societies have greatly 

Vicreased in number and utility. Few districts of our 

' country arc now without them. Their influence i^ 
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widely extensive, and incMculably beneficiaL Experi- 
ence has proved that no human exertions are so ejBFectual 
to harmonize christians, to excite religious zeal, to sup- 

{iress vice and immorality, and to diffuse light and know- 
edge, as the gratuitous distribution of the Word of Life.* 
The Assembly rejoice, to have it in their power to 
state, that the Great Head of the Church, has vouchsa^ 
fed a sign^ blessing, on the Missionary efforts of the 

East year* Forty Missionaries have been employed the 
ist year, whose journals afford the most pleasing testi- 
mony oi the beneficial result of their labors. Several 
new churches have been organized, and more have been 
put into a forming state. Many new Churches are grow- 
ing up in the Western parts of Tennessee ; a Missionaij 
Society has lately been formed in that state. The call 
for Missionary exertion is loud; and the services of our 
Missionaries have been received with emotions of grati- 
tude and joy. 

In taking a view of the state of religion within the 
bounds of the Assembly, an interesting object which ar- 
rests the attention, is* the infant Theological Seminary, 
lately established at Princeton. From this Seminary, it 
is hoped, that many able and faithiul labourers will go 
forth to reap the whitening harvest. The state of this 
Seminary is at once promising and critical. It is imder 
die immediate superintendance and instruction of two 
able Pro lessors, who devote their whole time laboriously 
to the education of the youth committed to their charge. 
The number of these youth has already been as g^at as 
twenty-four ; and if the means of supporting the esta- 
blishment shall be furnished, there is the most flattering 

* A circumstance of peculiar interest to the church, occnrred lately in 
one of the Western towns of Virgioia. ** A pious young man was empLoj- 
ed to sell on the day of election Bibles for the Bible Society ; who, having 
dx^H>scd of them, sent for an additional quantity. The person who applied 
for them is a pmrt descendant of him who ** as a prince had power with 
Go4 and with men and prevailed.** But he is converted to the doctrine of 
the cross; has been baptized in the name of our crucified but adored Mat- 
ter; is a member of Messiah's church militant ; lives in the faith and hope 
of "the truth as it is in Je^us,** and adorns the doctrine of God our Saviour. 
Behold this hrmelitt^ carrying in the presence of a vast assembly of citizens 
Stereotype BiUesy and exerting himself to increase the dispersion of the wofd 
of life ! The Jf%o hden with that Gospel which his Fathers rejected ! 
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prospect that it will become a fruitful nurseiy for the 
Church. But unless these means shall be furnished 
speedily and liberally, every prospect will be clouded, 
antd the raised expectations of many of the friends of 
Zion utterly disappointed. The Directors of that Semi- 
nary have reported a statement of the assistance which 
has been furnished by benevolent associations of females, 
to such of the Theological students as need pecuniary 
aid, which has surprised, gratified, and exceedingly re« 
joiced their fathers and brethren in the church. Let 
Asia proceed, and abound in these works of pious bene- 
volence, so worthy of them, and so ornamental to our 
holy religion ; and let all of both sexes, who witness their 
liberality, resolve to g'O and do likewise. 

In this review we rejoice. Who is a God like unto our 
God^ that passeth by the transgressions of the remnant of 
his heritage^ and will not retain his anger forever^ because 
he delighteth in mercy ! 

But we leave this pleasing retrospect. We turn with 
grief from these scenes pf verdure and delight, to that 
extensive waste, where no verdure animates ; that barren 
heath, on which there is no dexv^ nor rain from the Lord. 
Between three and four hundred of our Congregations are 
destitute of the stated ministrations of a preached gospel. 
Thousands in this land of vision, are destroyed for lack 
of kncwledge ; thousands suflfering a famine^ not a famine 
of breads nor a thirst for water ^ but of hearing the words 
bf the Lord. And even in the midst of gospel privileges, 
wc behold very many and very large portions of our 
Church in a state of deplorable stupidity* The same 
rain and sunshine, that ripen the wheat for the gamer of 
the Great Husbandman, appear to be ripening the tares 
for the unquenchable flame. We have also too much 
evidence of awful declension among many of the profes- 
sed followers of Jesus Christ. In very many of our 
congregations, flie past year has been a season of chilling 
indifference toward divine things. Seasons when the 
people of God were animated with fervent zeal for the 
promotion of the divine glory, have given way to seasons, 
when the pitiable attachment to earth, the pursuit of A/- 
ing vanities that cannot profit^ unhappy and needless dis- 
tentkiDs, have superseded, and almost eradicated the once 
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tender solicitude for the accomplishment of Ck)d's graci* 
OU8 designs in favour of his people. Oh ! bow shall wc. 
apeak of that criminal indifference toward the cause, liar 
which, the Babe of Bethlehem was bathed in tears, the 
Son of God crimsoned with blood! Jerusalem is almort 
forgotten* Zion's fair heritage lies desolate. The spiri^ 
the maxims, and the policy of the world, begin in some 
instances, to be intimately interwoven with the diacipline 
and policy of the church. The tenderest and the alxx>ng- 
est bands of union, in some chiurches, begin to be sever- 
ed. That noxious weed^ the spirit of party, while it eu« 
bitters the sweetness, and poisons the life of vital go^Ui- 
ness, is unnerving the vigour of Christian exertion. Con- 
nected with these foreboding symptoms, there is a melan* 
choly prevalence of vice and immorality. Profane swear- 
ing, intemperance, Sabbath breaking, and other immora- 
lities, exist in many places to an alarming degree, threat- 
ening to sap the foundation of our religious and civil in- 
stitutions. 

From our brethren in the New England Skates, ws 
have received very interesting information. From the 
General Association of Connecticut, we leam, that nu- 
merous revivals of religion have taken place in that state 
the past year ; particularly in the city of Hartford, in 
the congregations of East Hartford, Oxford, Weathetv- 
field, Simsbury, North Coventry, Litchfield, Milton and 
South Farms. These revivals have, under God, been oc- 
casioned, and promoted by the preaching of the great 
doctrines of the Reformation. In some instances, this 
work of divine grace has been slowly progressive ; ill 
others, sudden and powerful ; but in all, silent, deep, and 
apparently genuine. The moral influence of this work of 
grace has been eminently salutary, and signally manifested, 
in imusual and general solicitude for the suppression of 
vice, and the promotion of morality. 

From the General Association of Massachusetts Pro- 
per, we leam that the cause of truth, in opposition to So- 
cinian and Arian errors, is on the whole advancing, though 
not rapidly. A number of revivals of religion have tai- 
en place in this state, particularly in the towns of Glou- 
cester, Lee, Long-Meadow and Stockbridge. Some fa^ 
vourable appearances are exhibited at Falmouth, and in 
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dumber of students in the Theological Seminary at. An«* 
dover, is about sixty. The greater part of die present 
flvembers of Williams College, are professors of religioow 
Spirited and persevering efforts are likewise here making) 
far the reformation of morals. 

From the General Convention of the state of Vermont, 
we hear some things to deplore, and some, that are mat* 
ter of rejoicing. In those places that are adjacent to the 
seat of the war there has been an awful defection from good 
mcmds, and- a lamentable increase of bold and daring 
vices. A few towns have been favoured with special 
outpourings of the Divine Spirit, particularly Bri deport 
and Fawlet. Of the members of Middlebury College 
we are happy to learn there are about fifty who have 
il in view to devote themselves to the work of die mi- 
nistry. 

On the whole, the Assembly cannot but feel, that the 
<!au8e of religion and morality has been signally advanc- 
ed the past year. Notwithstanding all the sin and wretch- 
edness of our world, the past year has been a year of joy 
to our churches. The Lord seems to have come out <^ 
his place to redeem Zion with judgments^ and her converts 
with righteousness* While, with one hand, he is pulling 
darvn strong holds^ and castvng dtnvn imaginations ; with 
the other, he is raising Jerusalem from the dust, and 
dodiing her with the garments of strength, and salvation* 
'The same voice that is proclaiming the day of vengeance 
•/* our Godj is also proclaiming the acceptable year of the 
Lord* The night is far spent, the day is at hand. The 
darkness is past. Already is the command gone forth 
to the tribes of the wilderness and the islands of the sea^ 
Arise^ shine, Zion ! for thy light is come, and the glory 
9f the Lord is risen upon thee, and the Gentiles shall come 
to thy light, and kings to the brightness of thy risingm 
It is too late a period, Christians^ to sit down, and fokb 
^ur arms in the gloom of discouragement and inactivilyw 
y«8, it is too late a period. The mountains of ignorance 
and idolatry wtll welcome the feet of them that publisk 
sood tidings ; the Wilderness of this Western world mU 
Uossom as the rose ; the altars of the East will be over*-^ 
turned ; the images of Moloch will be broken down : aoA 
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the only question is, whether the work shall be perform* 
ed, and the reward enjoyed by others, or by you ? O 
brethren, our hearts beat high with hope. Will the 'Lord 
cast ojf forever ? Will his anger smoke against the sheep 
of his pasture? O God I plead thine own cause / Amenm

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The Committee appointed to draft a pastoral letter to 
the churches under the care of the Assembly, in rela- 
tion to the due observance of the Sabbath, reported the 
following, which, being read and amended, was adopted : 
viz. 

DEAR BRETHREN, 

FROM the printed report transmitted to you on the 
state of religion in our bounds, you will perceive the j^rd. 
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ipertttfy which God has vouchsrafed to our churches the 
past year— and you will, we trust, unite with us in praise 
and thanksgiving to his throne for his rich and conde- 
scending mercy. It is our duty to rejoice in this mani* 
^station of the divine favour — but let us rejoice with 
fear and trembling. Many causes still exist which threat 
ten to cloud our prosperity, and to cover us with moura- 
ing. Lukewarmness^ intemperance^ projaneness^ Sabbath* 
breakings are prevailing sins in our land, and call aloud 
for our vigilance, our exertions and prayers. 

While the Assembly would lift up a warning voice 
mgiunst every kind of iniquity, and recommend such mea- 
sures as promise in any degree to correct the evils of 
which they complain ; they deem it proper at this time 
to direct the attention of the churches more especially to 
Hie profanation of the Lord^sday ; a sin to which many 
are particularly exposed from the present calamitous state 
of our country. 

Brethren, the God whom we worship is 2l jealous God 
"-^alous for the honour of his institutions — ^but for none 
more than for that sacred day which he has commanded 
to be solemnly and exclusively appropriated to his ser- 
vice. Any profanation of this day is an immediate af-' 
front to his holiness ; and when committed deliberately 
and openly, may be classed among those presumptuous 
sins, against which he has given us the strongest proofs 
of his displeasure. 

The Lord has constituted the Sabbath a sign between 
him and his people ; a visible test of their sincerity. If 
they violate the duties of this day, or fold their hands in 
supineness and indifference when they are violated by 
others, he will regard their offerings as hypocritical and 
vain. This consideration deserves your serious atten- 
tion, and ought to awaken luid animate your zeal. 
But it is more important that you should reflect, that 
the sanctif cation of the Lord's day stands in close con- 
nection with all the institutions of religion, and with 
the dearest interests of society. The visible worship of 
God can no longer be maintained than a sacred regard 
to this day is secured. In every past period of the world 
It has been seen that a departure from the strict obser^r 
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imce of the Sabbath has been followed by a ^neral iie«- 
g^ect of religious duty — and this by a relaxation both oi 
public and private virtue deeply to be deplored, as it re- 
spects the peace and good order of socieQ', and the spi- 
ritual and eternal interests of mankind. We hold as im- 
portant maxims, never to be lost sight of, that withp 
out the Sabbath there will be no religion— -i*.without 
religion there will be no morality, and that where 
morality, sound and correct morality, ceases to form the 
basis of the public manners, the strongest bonds of so- 
ciety are dissolved, and nothing is to be expected but mu- 
tual jealousy and hatred, with all the crimes and miserios 
to which this painful and disordered state of things will 
lead. 

Desirous, brethren, to engage you in a vigorous and 
combined eifort, to maintain the authority and influence 
of the Sabbath, we, as a judicature of Christ's church, 
address you, and earnestly entreat you, to renew your 
attention to this subject. Take it into your serious and 

{>rayeriul consideration ; vieiv it in all its extent and rie- 
ations ; mari its connection with the tendporal and spiri- 
tual interests of mankind — its aspect towards present and 
future generations. What shall become of bur chil^en, 
whose spiritual and eternal destiny we should chiefly re- 
gard, if we suffer the holy Sabbath to be violated andit3 
sacred influence lost ! 

Resolve then, brethren, for yourselves, and for those 
committed to your care, that you will strictly observe the 
duties of this day ; doing nothing which is incompatible 
with that religious sanctification of it, so minutdy ex- 
plained and so solemnly enjoined in the word of Gpd* 
Let there be no coming in or going out among you—- no 
bearing of burdens upon the Lord's day. Piously ab- 
stain in thought, word ^d deed, from all your worldly 
avocations and amusements ; and let the whole of this 
consecrated time be a rest unto God, employed only in 
the public and private exercises of religion, except such 
portions of it as are obviously due to works of necessity 
and mercy. 

. Where it is prudent and practicable, we recommend that 
societies be formed for the purpose of mutual encourage- 
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tfient dtod vigilance, and especiaHy for guarding the SaUtftdi ) 

Hgftinst encroachments, nnade upon it by those who are un- 
happily ignorant of its blessings, and regardless of itB au- 
thority and design. We invite to this subject the attention 
of parehts and guardians, of ministers and elders of the 
thurch. We entreat every friend of the Hedeemer'a 
kingdom, every one who regards the welfare of society, 
whatever may be his capacity or relation, to exert his in* 
fluence in promoting a strict and devout observance of 
the Lord's day. 

Need we remind you, christian brethren, of the so^ 
kmn command of Jehovah^ to ^^ remember the Sabbath 
day and keep it holy" — ^? Need we call to your recoUec-^ 
tion die awful threatenings, .which he has denounced and 
ixeciited against those^ who have wantonly disregarded 
ihis command ? You know the history of his providence ; 
you know that for this very sin among others, his ancient 
people, the descendants of Abraham, were cast out of 
sis sight, and their land made to enjoy that rest in de- 
solation, which they had refused to consecrate to him ia 
the observance of days prescribed for his worship. We 
tondode by bringing to your remembrance those graci- 
dus words of the prophet : — ^^ If thou turn away thy foot 
from polluting the Sabbath, from doing thy pleasure on 
Mky holy day, and call the Sabbath a delight, the holy of 
iitt Lord, honourable, ^nd shalt honour him, not doing 
thine own ways, nor finding thine own pleasure, nor 
fpeaking thine own words ; then shalt thou delight thy-^ 
ftelf in die Lord, and 1 will cause thee to ride upon the 
hi^ places of the earth, and feed thee with the heritage 
ef Jacob thy father, for the mouth of riie Lord ha^ 
spoken it." 

It was recommended by the Assembly, that the Mini- 
sters, on the day on which they read the foregoing let- 
ter, preach a sermpn on the observance of the Sabbath. 



The Committee appointed to prepare a petition to the 
Congress of the United States, on the subject of opening 
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the Mail on the Sabbath day, reported a draft of a petib» 
tion, which, being read and amended, was adopted, and is 
as follows : 

THE Subscribers, Inhabitants of the town of 
in the state of beg leave respectfully to represent 

to the Congress of the United States, that, in their ap^. 
prehension, the transportation and opening, of the Mail on 
the Sabbath, is injurious to the morak and civil wel&re 
of this Nation. They do therefore pray, that such ar* 
rangements may be made, as shall prevent the continue 
ance of this evil. In illustration of their views on thit 
subject, they beg leave to state, that the Sabbath, accord- 
ing to their belief, is an Ordinance of God, instituted 
from the beginning; of the world, and always regarded 
by believers in revelation, as a blessing indispensable to 
the well being of mankind, both in the present life, and 
that which is to come. 

That the Christian Religion, which enjoins the obser- 
vance of the Sabbath, is the religion generally professed 
by the people of this nation ; and that the laws of many 
of the States, do expressly prohibit such profanation of 
the Sabbath, as is implied in the transportation of the 
Mail.-^That the rest which the Sabbath provides is due 
to the inferior Creation, on the ground oi humanity, and 
to man himself on the ground both of humanity and po- 
licy. That the Sabbath contributes to increase the amoimt 
of productive labour, to promote science, civilization, 
peace, social order, and correct morality ; inasmuch as it 
convenes the population of a Nation one day in seven to 
hear the best mriral precepts, enforced by the most pow- 
erful motives ; and as it restrains mankind from those 
vices which destroy property, health, reputation, intellect, 
domestic peace, and national integrity and industry ; thus 
preventing that ignorance and profligacy, which tend to 
reduce the body oi the people to poverty and slavery, by 
throwing the property and power of the Nation into the 
hands of a few. 

We cannot but observe also, that the Sabbath has been 
the principal means of upholding in the world, the know- 
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ledge of GOD and Salvation, and of preserving Nations/, 
from the darkness and miseries of Idolatry* J 

We are accustomed to consider aiso^.that our prospe*? 
rity as a nation depends upon the smiles of Heaven ; and 
that the profanation of the Sabbath'}^ cdcalated to awak- 
en the displeasure of God, and britiig down his .judg- 
ments. With these views of the Sabb^ath, youripetition- 
crs are constrained to contemplate, the, tr^sportation and 
opening of the Mail on that day, with deep regret, as 
the great objects of the Sabbath, are^evidently defeated 
by these means, in respect to the multitude of persons 
who are withdrawn from its salutarv instructions and re- 
straints — ^to which evil we would add, the powerful influ- 
ence upon the community, of au example ; so inauspici- 
ous, so constantly occurring, so widely extended, and 
sanctioned by so high authority. 

We must add likewise, that th^ transportation and 
•pening of the Mail on the Sabbath, is^ in many places, a 
painful interruption to the solemnities of public worship. 

Your Petitioners are aware, that works of necessity 
and mercy, are not incompatible with the sanctxficatiou 
of the Sabbath ; but as Government may, and actuall)* 
dO) employ Expresses, in cases which require special 
expedition, we cannnot but consider the stated trans- 
portation of the Mail on the Sabbath, to be unnecessary^ 
find a profanation of that HOLY DAY^ 

Resolved, That 2000 copies of the foregoing petition to 
Congress be printed, and sent to the several Presbyteries— 
and that each Presbytery be directed to take order that 
the same be circulated for subscription, in all the congre- 
gations under their care. 

Resolved, That the Rev. Andrew Hunter, Elias B, 
Caldwell, and Robert Monro, Esquires, be a committee 
of correspondence and conference, foJr the purpose of so- 
liciting the concurrence of other religious denominations 
with us, in petitioning Congress upon the subject of trans; 
porting the mail on the sabbath. 

Resolved, That an agent be appointed in each of the 
Presbyteries to exert his influence in favor of the sub- 
scription within our bounds, and to correspond with the

The committee to which was referred the considera- 
tion of the propriety of appointing a day of humiliation, 
fasting and prayer, reported; and their report, being read 
and amended, was adopted, and is as follows : viz. 

Whereas Fasting is a known duty of Christia- 
nity, and sanctioned by. the example of our Lord, and of 
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the church in all ages ; — ^whereas, during the j)ast' se^ 

eon, several parts of our country have been visited with 
-various judgements^ wherieby multitudes of our fellow- 
-citizens have been involved in sorrow, and niany have 
■ been brought down to death ; and wheteas^m, which is 

the procuring cause of all our calamities, still greatly 

abounds in our land — Therefore, 

Resolved, 1st, That we as a people are loudly called 
to humble ourselves under the mighty hand of God,. and 
.to repent in dust and ashes. 

2. That it be recommended to all the churches under 
Our care to observe the third Thursday of August next, 
as a day of lasting, humiliation and prayer : — And, on 
that occasion, that we do unitedly confess our sins before 
Almighty God, and, in the name of the great Redeemer, 
implore his pardoning mercy, and a sanctified use of all 
the dispensations of his Providence ; — ^that we supplicate 
.&e throne of grace for a plenteous effusion of the Holy 
Spirit, a revival of real religion throughout all the churches 
.^.Ithe blessing of God upon our beloved country, and 
that he will fill the world with his glory. 

And, inasmuch as it has pleased God in several parts 
of our country, in a great degree, to mitigate the strokes 
of his wrath, and moreover in many glorious instances 
to grant a season of refreshing from his presence, whereby 
the hearts of his children have been made glad, and their 

''graces revived, and by which many precious souls have 
been happily brought into covenant with God — it is re- 
commended, that, with our petitions, we mingle praise 

. and thanksgiving for such manifestations of the tender 
mercies and loving kindness of the Lord. 



The committee appointed to report a statement of the 
deci^ion^.of the several Presbyteries, relative to a rule 
proposed by the last Assembly, ' on the subject of ordi- 
nation sine titulo^ which decisions had been read in thp 
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Atsembjy ; reported and the report, being read, was ac- 
cepted, and is as follows : viz* 

That from twenty-two Presbyteries, viz« Cayuga, Co- 
lumbia, Londonderry, Albany, Hudson, Onondaga, Jer- 
sey, Carlisle, Baltimore, Nordiumberland, Huntingdon, 
Lancaster, Redstone, Winchester, Harmony, Lexington, 
Orange, Washington, Transylvania, Miami, Onefda and 
Geneva, written reports in the negative were received—* 
that from four Presb5rterie8, viz. Concord, Ohio, South- 
Carolina and Muhlenberg, written reports were received 
in the affirmative — ^that from four Presbyteries, viz. New- 
•' York, Newcastle, New- Brunswick and West Lexington, 
verbal reports in the negative were received — and that 
from the other Presbyteries no reports were received-— 
therefore the proposed rule was negatived. 



The committee \o which was referred the questimi 
submitted by the member from the Presbj^ery of Har* 
mony, and with the advice of that Presbytery, in the fcl* 
lowing words : viz. 

" A person, who had been baptized in infancy by Dr. 
Priestly, applied for admission to the Lord's table: 
should the baptism administered by Dr. Priestly, then a 
Unitarian, be considered valid ?" reported, and their re- 
port being read, was adopted, and is as follows : viz. 

Resolved, That this question be answered in the ne* 
gative, and it accordingly was determined in the negap- 
tive. In the present state of our country, whilst Unita- 
rian errors, in various forms, are making their insidious 
approaches — whilst the advocates of this heresy in manf 
cases are practising a system of concealment, and insi- 
nuating themselves into the confidence of multitude's 
who have no suspicion of their defection from the faith, 
the Assembly feel it to be their duty to speak without 
reserve. It is the deliberate and unanimous opinion of 
this Assembly, that those 'who renounce the fundamen- 
tal doctrine of the Trinity, and deny that Jesus Christ is 
the same, in substance, equal in power and glory, with 
the Father, cannot be recognized as ministers of the 
Gospel, and that their ministrations are wholly invalid* 



V 
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In the judgment of this Assembly, the deposition and 
excommunication of a minister are distinct things, not 
necessarily connected vith each other, but when con- 
nected ought to be inflicted by the Presbytery to whom 
the power of judging and censuring ministers properly 
belongs. 



The committee to which was referred the considera- 
lion of the manner in which certain persons should be 
treated, who formerly belonged to the late Cumberland 
Presbytery, and who since the dissolution, of said Pres- 
bytery continue to style themselves the Cumberland 
Preibytery, reported ; and their report being read, was 
adopted, and is as foUows : viz. 

That those persons were under the censure of the 
diureli at the time of their constituting as a Presbytery 
—that they had neglected to take the regular steps for 
die removal of that censure — that thev erected them- 
selves into a judicatory contrary to the rules of our dis** 
apli&c*— -that the gfrounds of their separation from us 
were,-'that we would not relax our discipline, and sur- 
render some important doctrines of our confession of 
fntlu Wherefore, 

Reserved, That the aforesaid persons be viewed as 
having derived no authority from us to exercise disci- 
pfine, or administer the ordinances of the church, and 
f^iaX our regular members cannot treat with them as a 
body, but only as individuals. 



An election was held for two directors of the Theo- 
logical Seminary to fill the vacancies occasioned by the 
death of Dr. Clark, and the resignation of Dr. Miller ; 
and the votes being counted, it appeared that the Rev. 
David Comfort, and the Rev. Crardiner Spring were 
chosen : they were therefore declared duly elected Di- 
rectors of the Theological Seminary. 



It being recommended by the Directors of the Theo- 
logical Seminary, the 10th section of the 6th article of 
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the PUm of the Theological Seminary was amended in 
the following manner : viz. 

There shsdl be two vacations in the Seminary, of six 
weeks continuance each, in everv year, to commence at 
such times as the Board of Directors may deem most 
expedient* 

The committee to which was referred the report of 
the Directors of the Theological Seminary, to ascertain 
the parts of it which require the attention of the Assem- 
bly, reported; and their report, being read and amended^ 
was adopted, and is as follows : viz. 

Resolved, 1st. That the Assembly have heard, witli 
lively pleasure, of the exertions which have been made 
by associations of pious and benevolent females, for the 
support of such students in the Theological Seminary 
as needed pecuniar)- aid, and of the discreet and delicate 
manner in which diis aid has been a£Forded: and di^ 
Assembly recommend the continuance and incre^e of 
those Associations, so ornamental to religion, and so 
highly important to the vital interests of this in£uit Ii^ 
stitution. 

2. That the Assembly recommend to the ministers 
and members of their communion the donation and col* 
lection of books for the Theological Seminary ; remark- 
ing that the possession of an extensive library is of the 
utmost importance to the Seminary, and that many books 
most necessary to this library may be presented to it 
without any sensible inconvenience or expense to those 
who possess them. 

3. That the sum of four thousand dollars be put at 
the disposal of the Directors of the Theological Semi- 
nary, for defraying the necessary expenses of the same, 
for the ensuing year, together with the unexpended ba- 
lance of the appropriation of the last year amounting to 
g908 25. 

4. That the Trustees of this Assembly be directed to 
receive and hold for the use of the Theological Semi- 
nary, the transfers which have been made, or shall be 
made, of property bequoathed to the Seminary* 
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3» That the Assembly earnestly recommend it npt 
only to their agents, but to their ministers and members^ 
to encourage, wherever they have influence, the patron- 
age of this Seminary, by donations and by bequests ; re- 
membering that it is from this source, chiefly that the 
Institution must probably be indebted for its permanent 
funds and support. 



The committee to which was referred the considera- 
tion of several resolutions contained in the report of the 
Directors of the Theological Seminary, reported the fol- 
lowing resolutions, which were adopted : viz. 

■Resolved, 1. That it be, and it hereby is, earnestly re- 
commended to the congregations in connexion with this 
Assembly, to countenance and promote the formation of 
flodieties in aid of the Theological Seminary ;— -that such 
societies when formed report themselves to the Rev* 
John McDowell, of Elizabeth-to\vn, New-Jersey, Secre- 
tary to the Board of Directors of the Seminary, and 
forward the monies collected by them to Mr. Isaac 
Snowden, of Philadelphia, Treasurer of the Trustees of 
Ae Assiembly. 

' 2. That districts be assigned to the agents appointed 
for the ensuing year to solicit contributions to the Semi- 
Aaiy j— that in the prosecution of this business, the agents 
who are ministers of the Gospel, taking the advice of the 
Pastors, among whose people they solicit, preach when 
convenient, on the sabbath previously to their making 
personal application for subscriptions ; — that the Agents, 
if th^y have pastoral charges, provide supplies lor their 
pulpits, during their attention to this business, at the 
expense of the General Assembly* 



The committee appointed to prepare and report a plan 
for forming Societies to aid the funds of the Theologi- 
cal Seminary, reported, and their report being read and 
amended, was adopted, and is as follows : viz. 

It is ^^ fact well known, that the General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church in the United States of Ame* 

T 
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rica, instituted sometime since a Theological Seminary^ 
for the great and good purpose of securing to the Church 
of Christ a competent supply of learned and evangelical 
ministers. Their harvest truly is great, and gready in* 
creasing, and the labourers few. The truth of this re- 
mark is established by the consideration, that four hun- 
dred organized congregations within their limits are not 
yet steadily supplied with gospel ordinances. Their mis- 
sionary ground on the frontiers, as also among the Indi-* 
ans and Blacks, is very extensive. While God in his pro- 
vidence is inclining an unusual number of our pious 
young men to consecrate their lives and talents to the 
service of the Sanctuary, and the means of their classi- 
cal education, by die exertions of the friends of Zion, 
are constandy encreasing, shall they be left unprepared 
for the great work of the Lord, for the want of proper 
theological instruction \ Shall diey long in vain for this 
holy employment? Shall so great a portion of our churches, 
and our fronuer settlements be suffered to lie desolate 
and in ruins, when the means of qualifying them for this 
employment are obviously within our power? 

It is conceived that no man who loves his country, or 
who loves our Lord Jesus Christ, and the souls of men, 
in sincerity, can want motives to induce him to lend his 
aid in accomplishing an object so immensely important* 

With sanguine hopes of success, therefore, die Gene- 
ral Assembly proffer their claims to the charity of those 
who feel an interest in the support of our invaluable ci- 
vil and political Institutions. Every fre« government^ 
constituted like ours, depends primarily and essentially, 
for its existence, on the moral principles and habits of 
the people. Where the word of life is not statedly 
preached, and the ordinances of the Gospel administer- 
ed, the sabbath of the Lord will be profaned ; and ex- 
perience proves uniformly and unequivocally, that idle- 
ness, intemperance, gambling, and ungovernable licen- 
tiousness both in principles and conduct are the inevita- 
ble consequences. Will then the lovers of rational liberty, 
will the friends of our beloved country, refuse to contri- 
bute a pittance of the substance which God has entrusted 
to them, to so noble an object i to secure to themselves 
and to their children, and even to their children's chil- 
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dren, the inestimable privileges which were purchased 
by the sufferings, and transmitted to them, by the wis; 
dom and labours of their fathers. It is confidendy be- 
lieved that few will be found, who duly appreciate the 
wordi of their own soulis and of the souls of their fel- 
low sinners, who will not cheerfully do something for 
Christ ; something to advance the cause of his heritage, 
when they consider that it is He who loved them, and 
died to redeem them. Remember, brethren, that all 
which you possess is the Lord's ; and if you devote a 
portion of what he has given you to his service, he can 
easily increase the remainder an hundred fold. The 
righteous giveth and spareth not. Remember also the 
divine promise, that he that giveth to the poor shall not 
lack ; and that our Saviour himself hath declared, ^^ It is 
more blessed to give than to receive.'' It is but little that 
18 asked of you. Come then, beloved brethren, cast 
your mite into the treasury of the Lord ; and the blessed 
effects of your charity, it is trusted, will be experienced 
by thousands when you and your children shall be sleep- 
ing in your .graves. 

The General Assembly eamesdy recommend to the 
several congregations in their connexion the formation 
of societies for the above purpose. And they solicit es- 
pecially ministers and elders strenuously to exert them- 
selves to form one such society within their own congre- 
gation. The Assembly cannot but flatter themselves 
that their recommendation will be generally regarded ; 
and they are confident, should this be the fact, that am- 
ple means will be furnished for the accomplishment of 
their object. 

They submit therefore the following plan, as the one 
most hkely, in their opinion, to meet with success. 

Article 1. This society shall be denominated— Society 
for aiding the Theological Seminary of the General As- 
sembly. 

2. Any person may become a member of this Society 
by subscribing and paying the sum of one dollar, and may 
continue a member by paying the same sum annually. 
And any person by paying at one time the sum of twenty 
dollars, may become a member for life. 
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3« The officers of the society shall be a President^ 
Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer, and a com- 
mittee of three persons ; whose duty it shall be to soli- 
cit subscriptions to this institution, and to collect the sub- 
scriptions which shall not have been regularly paid into 
the treasury. 

4* There shall be an annual meeting of the society; 
at which time the officers shall be chosen by ballot, for 
die year ensuing, and a clergyman appointed to preach 
a sermon to the society at their next annual meeting. 

5. The treasurers of the several societies shall pay an- 
nually to the treasurer of the Presbytery within whose 
bounds they are, such sums as by them shall have been 
collected, to be by him transmitted to the treasurer of 
the trustees of the General Assembly. 
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The Committee appointed to report to the Assembly, 
die result of the reports of the Agents appointed to so- 
licit donations for the Theological Seminary, reported ; 
and their report being read, was adopted aoid is as fol« 
lowfl : viz.

TfTie Committee to which were referred the petition of 
of the Presbytery of Lancaster for ,the division of the 
Synbd of Kentucky, and a resolution of the S3niod on 
the same subject, reported in favor of the petition: and it 
was resolved by the Assembly that the Presbytery oi Lan- 
caster be separated irom the Synod of Pittsburgh, and 
tjie Presbyteries of Washington and Miami be separated 
from the Synod of Kentucky, and be erected into a new 
Synod, to be known and called by the name of the Synod 
of Ohio ; to meet at Chilicothe, on the last Thursday of 
October next — that Rev. Robert G. Wilson, or in case 
of his absence the senior minister present, open the S)mod 
with a sermon, and preside imtil a new moderator b6 
chosen. 



It being the order of the day for the afternoon, the ap- 
peal of, the Session of the Third Presbyterian Church 
m this city, was called up. 

A number of copies of a book containing a histdry of 
the former proceedings in this case, and strictures upoa 
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them, having been distributed through the pews of the 
church ; 

It was resolved, That, in the opinion of the Assembly, 
the distribution of books, letters and pamphlets, among 
the members of the house, relating to a cause pending 
before them, or which is expected to be submitted to their 
decision, is an infringement upon the prerogatives of 
this house, and ought to be discountenanced as an il* 
legal and improper attempt to bias the judgment of the 
members. 

After a full discussion, the motion to sustain the Ap- 
peal of the Session of the Third Presbyterian Church 
in this city, from the decision of the Synod of PhiU- 
delphia, affirming a decision of the Presbytery of Phi- 
ladelphia, by which the Presbytery directed the said 
Session, widiin twenty days from the date of their 
decision, or after the final determination of the case^ 
to convene the congregation for the purpose of electing 
a Pastor, was determined in the affirmative ; and Dr« 
Green, Dr. Neill, and Mr. Richards were appointed a 
committee to prepare a minute, stating the principliM 
upon which the Assembly sustained the Appeal* 

The Committee reported ; and their report, being 
read and amended, was adopted in the words follojrr 
ing : viz. 

That both to prevent misapprehension, and to aid the 
congregations and judicatures of this Church, in deci* 
ding on any similar cases that may arise, the Assem*- 
bly therefore declare, 

1. That in vacant congregations, which are fiiUy or- 
ganized, the Session of each Congregation are to de- 
termine, under their responsibility to the higher judi- 
catures, when the congregation are prepared to elect 
a Pastor, as directed in the form of government of this 
church, chap. xiv. sec. 1. 

2. That it is the duty of the Session, when a con- 
gregation is vacant, to use their best endeavours to 
promote the settlement of a Pastor in the same, in the 
speediest manner possible, consistently with the peace, 
order, and edification of the Congregation ; and it is 
the privilege of the people, or any portion of them, to 
complain to the Presbytery, when they think that the 
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Bessidta, after being suitably requested, neglect or re- 
fuse to convene the congregation to elect a Pastor. 

3. That it belongs to the Presbyteries to take cojg* 
nizance of the proceedings of Sessions and Cpngrega- 
tioD9 in the important concern of settling Pastors ; and 
%Q adopt the most effectual measures on the one hand 
to prevent all undue delay by the Session or the Peo^ 
pk, and on the other to present all precipitancy in th^ 
settlement of any minister, or the adoption of any sys- 
fem of proceedings in the congregation inconsistent 
with the real and permanent edification of the people* 

4. That by the due and discreet observance of these prin» 
ciples by all concerned^ it will be found that so far from 
the session of a congregation having it in their power to 
deprive a majority of the Congregation of their right to 
mwe an election of a Pastor, when sought in an orderly 
and christian manner, or to keep a congregation unset- 
^d for an indefinite length of time, the rights of the 
people will be most effectually secured, and their pre* 
cious and unalienable privilege of choosing their own 
Pastor will be exercised by them in the shortest period 
which their own real benefit will permit. 

5. That the conviction of this Assembly, that the fore- 

Soing obvious and constitutional principles had not been 
uly adhered to in the case before them, — ^that the Con- 
gregation had not proceeded with a suitable respect to the 
oession, and the Presbytery did not adopt the most suit- 
ride measure, when they advised and directed the Ses- 
sion to convene the congregation in twenty days,— 'ha« 
led the Assembly to sustain this Appeal, as the measure 
most constitutional, best calculated on the whole to do 
justice to all the parties concerned, and to point the way 
io the most speedy settlement of the unhappy differen- 
pts and disorders which have so long existed in the par- 
ticular congregation immediately concerned* 



On motion, 
Resolved, That the Committee appointed to report to 
the Assembly a correct method of procedi^re to be 
adopted relative to a report made by a former commit- 
tee on the subject of -disciplining Baptized children, be 
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discharged, and they were accofdmgly discharged ; and 
the subject was indefinitely postponed* 



Whereas, ministers of the Gospel, and lay members 
of our Judicatories, do need, and it is known that many of 
these as well as others, desire to possess, the printed Ex- 
tracts of the General Assembly of our Church, from die 
year 1783, it was, therefore. 

Resolved, That the Assembly order a number of co- 
pies to be printed, and that the profits arising from die 
sale be added to the fimds of the Assembly* 



Resolved, That the rule adopted by a former Assem- 
bly, noticing the Commissioners^ who from time to time 
may attend the Assembly, of the propriety of coming 
prepared to attend at least two weeks, be re-published 
m the printed Extracts. The rule is as follows : viz. 

The Assembly having found by the experience of se- 
veral years past, that the business to which they are re* 
gularly called to attend is so greatly increased, that the 
sessions are unavoidably protracted to a much greater 
length than formerly ; judged it expedient that the Pres- 
byteries should be, and they hereby are, informed, that 
their Commissioners should attend with the expectation 
that the sessions will be of two weeks continuance, and 
that arrangements should be made accordingly. 



Resolved, That this Assembly be dissolved, and that 
the next General Assembly be required to meet in the 
First Presbyterian Church in the City of Philadelphia^ 
the third Thursday in May next, at 1 1 o'clock A. M. 

The Moderator, therefore, dissolved this Assembly, 
agreeably to the form prescribed by the Constitution erf" 
the Church.

• The Board of Directors of the Theological Seminary 
jcg leave to present to the General Assembly, the fol- 
0wing as their second Report. 

The Board of Directors took the earliest opportunity 
x> appoint a committee to prosecute before the Presby- 
«Ty of New- York, the call of the Assembly, for the Rev. 
Doct. Samuel Miller to become Professor of Ecclesiasti- 
:al History and Church Government in the Theological 
Seminary. At the Stated Meeting of the Board in Sep-* 
ember last, the committee reported, that they had ful- 
iUed their appointment, and that Dr. Miller had declared 
lis acceptance of the office of Professor, and was dis- 
nissed from his congregation. The Board at the same 
neeting proceeded to the inauguration of Dr. Miller ; 
ind he was solemnly inaugurated as Professor of Eccle- 
siastical History and Church Goverament, September 
I9y 1813. Owing to ill health, Dr. Miller did not re- 
nove to Princeton and enter upon the duties of his of- 
icc until the 20th of December following. 

The number of Students in the Seminary at the date 
)f the last report was eight. During the Summer Ses- 
ion the five following additional Students were received:

Of the foregoing Students, five have left Ac Seminaryt 
viz- Mr. Pai melee, who has been appointed a Tutor in the 
College of New- Jersey ; Mr. Hooper, who hai been 
obliged, on account of ill health, to relinquish his studies; 
Mr. Vosburg, who has been dismissed at his own re- 
request ; and Mr. How and Mr. Oliphant, who, when 
they entered the Institution, expected to stay but a short 
time. So that the whole number of Students at present 
in the Seminary is nineteen. 

The term of probation of all the Students having eJt- 
pired, the Professors have reported, ** They have no 
report to make unfavourable to any of the StudentSi 
during the period of probation." 

The conduct of the Students, according to their re- 
port, has been correct and exemjJary j and their infill* 
ence on the town of Princeton and its vicinity is per- 
ceptible and salutary. 

The course of studies pursued in the Seminary through 
the year past, will be best learned from the reports of 
the Professors. With respect to the studies of the Sum- 
mer Session, the Professor made the following report : 

" The Students have been occupied this session in pay- 
ing attention, 
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1. To the Original Languages of the Scripture. 
&• In the perusal of the Scriptures in the, English 
translation in a regular course. 

3. In making a translation of Grotius de veritate into 
ISnglish. And, 

4. Ii^ the study of Didactic Theology ; on which thejr 
entered about the first of August, the commencemem 
of the second year of the course. The compositions 
mid orations required by the Plan, have been regularly 
«i^ed for and generally exhibited. The orations have 
idwaya been delivered in a Theological Society, which 
has been instituted at this place under the superintend- 
mce of the Professor. In addition to the studies pur* 
•tied under the direction of your Professor, the Students 
bare enjoyed the privilege of receiving instruction on 
tine composition and delivery of a sermon from the Rev. 
Dr. Green, who for some time generously devoted an 
Ikkut in the day, two days in the week, to the Theolo- , 
f^csi Class." On the studies of tjne Winter Session, the 
Professors at the present meeting of the Board have 
nade the following report :•— ^^ llie first class have been 
oeieupied in studying Biblical Criticism, Didactic Theo* 
logy, and Ecclesiastical History. The second class have 
k^est employed in attending to the Hebrevf and Greek 
£i«aguages, to Jewish Antiquities, to Biblical History, 
and Scriptural Chronology, and in reading and analizing 
fbt Scriptures in regular order." 

The Board, at each of the semi-annual meetings at-* 
tsnded to an examination of the Students in the Semi* 
nary <m the studies of the preceding Session, in which 
ihey received much satisfaction. 

• Owing to the increase of Students in the College, it 
was found necessary, in the beginning of the Summer 
9ei»ion, to remove the Theological Students to lodgings 
in the town, where they have been comfortably accom-* 
modated through the year. 

On the subject of funds, the Board report to the As* 
a«mbly, that m September last they addi^ssed a circular 
letter, requesting collections from the Presb3rterian con* 
gragadons in the following cities and towns: viz. Angus* 
fm Charleston, .Raleigh, FredericksbuiqKh, Petersbi^gh, 
NorfisUy Georgetown, Alexandria, Baltimore, 
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burgh, Washington (Pcnn.) Philadelphia, Trenton, 
Princeton, Freehold, Cranbury, New- Brunswick, Bask- 
ingridge, Morris Town, Elizabeth Town, Newark, 
Orange, New- York, Newburgh, Goshen, Hudson^ Utica, 
Whiteshoroagh, Coopers Town, Schenectady, Albany, 
Troy, Lansingburgh, Waterford, and Newburyprrrt.

The above collections were ordered to be paid to the 
Treasurer of ihe General Assembly, 

At the same meeting the Board directed that the f(d- 
lowing Extract from the Professor's report should be 
printed and circulated through the churches under the 
care of the General Assembly : viz. 

** It is no part of the official duty of your Professor 
to exhibit any statements relative to the funds of the In- 
stitution ; but he will take the liberty of suggesting that 
this subject peculiarly demands the attention of the 
Board. It is an object of great importance to acquire 
funds for the support of indigent students. Had not the 
General Assembly made an appropriation for this pur- 
pose, for the current year, several promising young men 
would have been under the necessity of leaving the Se- 
minary, It is ardently to be wished that no student 
shall be obliged to go away for want of support, until he 
shall have completed the prescribed course. The Pro- 
fessor thinks -it may be useful to mention a providential 
interposition in favour of a young man, who lately made 
application to be received into the Seminary, but for 
whose support there seemed to be no resource within 
our reach. The circumstances of the case having been 
mentioned in the hearing of some pious ladies of 
Philadelphia, who happened to be in Princeton; they in- 
stantly offered to become responsible for the support of 
this young man. The necessary funds they metn tO' 
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collect by instituting a society for the purpose. This ge- 
Hierous undertaking excited the ladies of Princeton to 
make an effort to form among themselves a Society for 
the support of another Theological Student* The thing 
was no sooner proposed than accomplished. It .wa» 
found that about thirty persons, by contributing only two 
cents a day, could furnish a competent support for a 
student at this Seminary. Many were astonished at the 
facility with which a great good could be accomplished 
by a combined effort. This Institution ought also to be 
acknowledged as a mast seasonable interposition of Pro- 
vidence ; for we have in the Seminary a very promising 
and pious young man, who is utterly destitute of the 
means ol supporting himself. It may be proper to re- 
mark that it is a part of the plan of this Society, that 
the object of their charity is not to be made known to 
them. • The appropriation of their funds is entrusted 
solely to the Professors of the Seminary. If now one 
such society should be formed in every flourishing town 
and wealthy congregation, within a hundred miles of this 
place, we should complain no more ot the want of funds." 
In consequence ol the publication of this Extract, the 
attention oi charitable and pious females in several places 
has been called to this important subject ; and much has 
been done, which reflects great honour on this sex. The 
Board are happy to state that they have received infor- 
mation, that the following associations have been formed 
for the support of Theological Students, in this Seminary, 
which have collected the following sums.

MINUTES OF THE GE^TERAL ASSEMBLY. 



MAY 18th. 1815. 



The General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States of America met, agreeably to ap- 
pointment, in the First Presbyterian Church in the City 
of Philadelphia, at 11 o'clock, A. M. and was opened 
by the Rev. James Inglis, D. D. the moderator of the 
last Assembly, with a sermon from 1 Cor. ii. 2. ^^ For I 
am determined not to know any thing among you, save 
Jesus Christ and him crucified." 

After prayer, the commissions were read ; and it ap- 
peared that the following ministers and elders were duly 
appointed, and attended as Commissioners to this As- 
sembly: viz.

Resolved, That the Assembly, and such persons as 
may choose to unite with them, will spend a part of 
next Wednesday evening, in this Church, in special 
prayer and other religious exercisesf. 

Whereas the King and head of the Church has during 
the last year, poured out his Spirit, in a remarkable and 
glorious manner, on many of the churches within our

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bounds, and has manifeady succeeded the 'efforts of 
Christians in years past, in their endeavours to d-ffuse 
the light of revealed truth among the heathen ; and has 
hereby encouraged and urged the pious to united and 
importunate wrestling at the throne oi grace :— ^And 
whereas many Christians in Asia, Atrica and Europe, 
have agreed to bet apart the J.-rst Monday evening of 
every month, that they may meet together, and say, with 
one heart, to the prayer hearing C f od, " Thy kingdom 
come ; Come, Lord Jesus, and fill the world with thy 
glor)-," Tht-relore, 

Resolved, that this General Assembly, do approve 
of concerts of prayer for the advancement of the Re- 
deemer's kingdom, and do recommend it to the friends 
of Zion in their connexion, as far as may be conveni- 
ent, to spend the first Monday jn every month in special 
prayer to God, for the coming and glorious reign of 
Christ on earth.

Resolved, That a free conversation on the state of 
religion, be the order of the day for Monday next. 
. A connected Narrative of the state of Religion was 
read; and, being amended, was adopted, and is as 
follows: viz. 

THE General Assembly, in laying before their be- 
loved people as accurate an account as diey could ob- 
tain of the state of religion in their Congregations dur- 
ing the year past, rejoice to have it in their power to 
announce that the gracious footsteps of the Lord have 
not ceased to be visible in the midst of them. From 
die reports submitted by the several Presbyteries, it ap- 
pears, that, although causes of deep hiuniHation undoubt- 
edly exist, true religion and sound morals are, on the 
whole, making a very gratifying progress. Infidelity 
has become insignificant, both in the numbers and talents, 
of those who affect it.>— -Vices, hitherto domineering^ 
have been, in many places, successfully encountered l^ 
the efforts of the friends of Godliness* The destructive 
sin of intemperance, against which the zealous labours 
of the church and the influence of all good citizens have 
been of late with peculiar energy directed, does Hot exhi- 
bit itself to its former extent of atrocity and shameless- 
ness. Order, harmony, peace, correct principles, stead- 
fastness in the faith, ministerial fidelity, and a decent 
and serious attention to public worship and divine 
ordinances on the part of the people, generally prevsuL- 
Few or none of those dissentions have occured which 

« resent a threatening aspect to the prosperity of Zion. 
To dangerous, or even important error is apprehended 
to exist. The missionary has carried the gospel to des- 
titute thousands ; breaking to diem the bread of life, and 
refreshing them in the wilderness with the waters of 
eternal consolation. New congregadoiifl havie been for- 
med in various parts ofpur country. In iiiome distant 
sections of our ecclesiastical commimity, itrhere the 

H^h 
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Stated means of grace have not hitherto been enjoyed, 
there is a prospect of a numerous and speedy accession 
of ministers. The additions to the communions are, m 
many congregations, very large; in almost all consider- 
able: and of these, the Assembly are happy to be in- 
formed by several of their southern Presbyteries, arc 
numbers of the African race. The Assembly, desi- 
rous of improving the opportunity which this inform- 
ation affords them, claim the religious attendon of 
their Ministers and Elders to this class of people, whose 
immortal concerns are too apt to be neglected by those 
very persons for whose ease and affluence they toiL 

Revivals, to a greater or less extent, have occurred 
in various portions of our church. In the towns of Rah- 
way and Woodbridge, in the Presbytery of Jersey, ua« 
usually great additions have been made to the com- 
munion; a very lively interest has been excited with refe- 
rence to eternal concerns, and much done towards pro- 
moting the Redeemer's cause. This is the more worthy 
of notice inasmuch as a lamentable indifference is known 
previously to have existed in those towns. A revivd 
of importance has occured in the Second Congregadon 
of Wilmington, in the Presbytery of Newcastle ; a fact 
connected with which, the Assembly deem it proper to 
mention for the- encouragement of their people:— -lliere 
had been a society for prayer, whose meetings began to 
be neglected to such a degree as to threaten its dissola- 
tion. Its discouraged friends talked of this as an event 
near at hand. Through the restraining providence of 
God, however, it was not dissolved. Circumstances soon 
occurred, which, under the administration of the Spirit, 
renewed the face of the congregation; and in a few short 
months, itistead of a single society, wasted and feeble, 
and about to expire, arose four societies, " fervent in 
spirit, serving the Lord;" "quickened to call upon his 
name;" wrestling like Jacob for his blessings and like Is- 
rael prevailing to obtain it. True was the expression of 
the brother relating this fact, "the darkest hour is that 
nearest day-light. 

It were to be wished that the Asseipbly could per- 
ceive, in a more general amelioration of manners and 
habits, that improvement of die dispensations of almighty 
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God, which he expects, and mankind are obligated to ex- 
hibit. The judgments of Pestilence and War have car- 
ried their desolation over a large portion of our land ; 
wringing the widow's heart, and dimming the eye of 
die fatherless^ Infelicities of a diversified character 
have foUowed in their train. Reversed fortunes, and 
defeated hopes, have not been wanting to tell men that 
" they build -too low, who build beneath the skies." 
But men do not know; neither will they consider. 
-The effects of these judgments^have been different on 
minds of two opposite classes. Nor will it be a matter 
of surprize to any who are acquainted, on the one hand, 
with the workings of the gracious principle, or apprized, 
on the other, of the force of depravity and the cal- 
lousness of the heart, to learn that while the real christi- 
an has been confirmed and made better by the visitations 
of God, the alien from the Commonwealth of Israel, 
the man of earth, the unbelieving sdrvant of the cor- 
ruption which is in the world through lust, has regarded 
them with indifference, or barred the avenues of sen- 
sibility against the admission of their monitory call. 
Hence, to the pleasing representation of things given 
above, the Assembly are constrained to - acknowledge 
some unhappy exceptions. Intemperance, altho' it 
should seem on the decline, still disfigures the moral 
aspect of society. In too many parts of our Country, 
the violation of the christian Sabbath calls as loudly 
upon the believer to oppose to it his influence, his ad- 
monition, and his prayers, as if nothing had yet been 
done. The rancorous hostility of political party preys 
upon domestic and social peace, and indisposes men to 
admit the kindly influences of religious love. The 
spirit of the world struggles successfully for dominion. 
And in a word, many humbling facts present them- 
selves to urge pious people to the Throne of Grace, 
that they may supplicate a more copious effusion of the 
enlivening and converting spirit. 

The reports made by the Delegates from the Gen- 
eral Associations of Connecticut, New-Hampshire, and 
Massachusetts Proper, and the General Convention of 
Vermont, afford very exhilarating inteUigence; resemb- 
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ling, in its prominent features, that submitted by the 
Presbj'teries. In Connecticut and Massachusetts Pro- 
per, revivals of magnitude meet the enqmries of die 
Assembly, and establish the Lord's claim to the ^d* 
tude of his believing people* In the first mentioned 
of these associations, uie most laudable exertions are 
made towards the furtherance of foreign missions. From 
the other, the Assembly are pleased to learn, that certaun 
errors of a pernicious character, infesting that district 
oi country for a length of time, have ceased to advance, 
if they have not been driven back from their threaten- 
ing position. Young Ministers, sound in the faith, have 
been setded of late in many congregations esteemed 
hitherto to be disinclined towards correct principles^ 
New Hampshire and Vermont, also, have been parti- 
ally visited ; the former, more especially in the town of 
Haverhill ; the inhabitants of which had long been with- 
out a setded Minister, and careless of possessing due 
privileges and ordinances of the Gospel. 

The Assembly would do injustice to the subject, were 
they not to advert more particularly, for the instructicm 
and counselling of their churches, to certain facts and 
circumstances which they consider both as instruments 
and evidences of a progressive work of grace extending 
itself through the past year. 

The social principle is mighty in its operations. It 
constitutes a powerful law of our nature. When sanc- 
tified by Religion, and consecrated to the immediate 
service of God, what results of high import and holy 
advantage, may not be expected from it ? Growing out 
of this principle, a multitude of associations of a pious 
and benevolent nature have spread themselves through 
the churches under the Assembly's care, as well as those 
with which we are in ecclesiastical connection in the 
Eastern States. * The practice of uniting the talents, in- 
fluence, and resources of individuals, by these hallowed 
bonds and for these religious, moral, and charitable pur- 
poses, is not novel. It has been more than once before 
this announced to exist among our people. But it would 
seem, that at no former period has it been pursued 
with such vigour, extension, and success, as recently. 
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The spirit in which it oriRinated is more actively 
at work than ever, and diffuses itself far and wide. 
Christian women»--4he mothers and the sisters in Is-' 
rael the daughters in Jerusalem-<-niingling widi the 
softest sensibilities of nature the holier refinements 
of a gracious heart— minister of their substance to the 
Lord .Jesus— -serve him by serving his poor — and rival, 
where they do not surpass, their brethren, in instituting 
and maintaining societies promotive of the interests of 
his Divine religion. It would be diflScult to number the 
associations of these virtuous and praise worthy women 
fiDxined : some, for contributing to the education of the 
poor and pious youth for the oiSce of the Holy Minis- 
try ; others, for the distribution of Bibles ; odiers, for 
instructing the ignorant of adult age to read, in order 
that the word of God may be brought nigh unto them ; 
and others, agairi, for supplying the pressing wants and 
alleviating the bodily diseases of the indigent sufferer. 

To the benefits derived from those institutions which 
have been denominated moral associations, the Assembly 
bear their willing testimony. Abundant evidence has 
been furnished of their success in repressing audacious 
vice, and producing a degree, at least, of external re* 
formation. Sobriety has obviously been promoted by 
them ; and, rigidly discountenanced'^ themy profaneness 
has grown into disrepute. 

Bible societies, forming a most important feature of 
the religious character of die times, are multiplying dd- 
ly. Scarcely can there be discovered any considerable 
portion of settled country in these States, where some 
association of this kind is not either organized, or about 
to be organized. Words are wanting to express the in- 
estimable value of these societies ; which, by putting the 
book of life into the hands of the needy, enrich them 
with heavenly treasures ; and which, embodying, so to 
speak, the zeal of all Christian denominations, and knit^ 
tmg to each other persons, who, however they may differ 
on many points of greater, or of minor importance, agree 
in affirming the word of God to be the only infallible 
rule of faith and practice ; neutralize the asperity of the 
bigot and the sectarian, and reconcile the contending 
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members of the same great brotherhood* The tenden- 
dency of Bible societies to produce this auspicious result 
is not now a matter of eiperiment: facts have ascer- 
tained it. 

Justice, and the pndse due to persevering piety, fer« 
bid the Assembly to pass unnoticed the continued la- 
bours of one particular Institution ; viz* The Evangeli- 
cal Society of Philadelphia, for the instruction of poor, 
children ; the members of which have, during the past 
year, had under their care about one thousand children 
of this description. More than one of these have prov- 
ed to be Utde brands plucked from the burning, and have 
manifested, in death, the blessed fruits of that sacred 
sympathy which brought them out of darkness into light, 
and from the power of Satan into the glorious liberty 
of the children of God. 

Praying societies constitute another particular wortl^ 
of observation in detailing the religious character of tue 
past year.-— Not that their origin is of a date thus mo- 
dem. They have long subsisted in certsdn parts of ouir 
church. But of late years they have been multiplied: 
and since the narrative rendered by the last Assembly, 
their number has been very considerably augmented, 
and their influence in quickening the zeal of tne pious 
and converting those that are without, singularly attest- 
ed. For all " the spiritual blessings which are in hea- 
venly" things and places " in Christ Jesus," God will be 
enquired ofl Wherever two or three are gathered to- 
gether in the name of Christ, they have his promise that 
he will be with them ; and never is the Holy Spirit re- 
fused to those who, with contrite hearts and humble faith, 
implore his fellowship. Christian love is excited and 
cherished, and a reciprocity of encouraging and fortify- 
ing motives created, by what the Assembly may be per- 
mitted to call a common consciousness of common wants, 
desires, and weaknesses. Heart springs to heart. A 
full tide of mingled aifection sets in towards Him from 
whom Cometh down every good and every perfect gift. 
" The Kingdom of Heaven suffereth violence ; and tlic 
violent take it by force". 

The Assembly have reserved for the conclusion of their 
narrative some particulars of information at once fiighly 
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important and uncommonly gratifying. Thejr rdate to 
the revivals with which it has pleased God to favour 
several of the most distinguished Seminaries of Learn* 
ing in the United States of America : indistinct intima* 
tions of which, it is not doubted, many of their people 
have received. 

Divine impressions have been made upon the minds 
of a number of the youth of Hampden Sidney College, 
within the bounds of the Presbytery of Hanover. In 
several of the subjects of these impressions, it is be- 
lieved, a saving change has been eiFected ; while their 
influence is visible in stamping a religious scdenmity on 
the ^ace oi the Institution generally. 

Dartmouth College, ^n New Hampshire, has been 
favoured with lively tokens of the Divine presence. 
IVithin the space of a very few weeks, many of its 
youth have been renewed in the spirit of their minds, 
and have returned to the Lord their rest. Many more 
have been excited to serious reflection. And, of one 
hundred and forty students, but one, it is stated, remains 
unimpressed ; while, at the same time, a number of the 
younger inhabitants of the town in which the college is 
situated, share the precious effusion. 

Passing on from this institution to Middlebury col« 
lege, in Vermont, the Assembly behold, there also, the 
footsteps ot the reviving Spirit. A number of the youth 
ot Middlebury have become serious christians— -trees 
of righteousness, the planting of the Lord— -that he may 
be glorified. 

Retracing their steps, the Assembly find their attend 
tion called to operations of greater extent, in Yale o^ 
lege, Connecticut. In the progress of God's gracious 
visit to this seat of learning, ^^ the whole college," to 
use the emphatical description of the delegate reporting 
on the subject ^ was shaken as the trees of a wood are 
shaken by a mighty wind." ^ As many as fifty," he 
states, ** have given evidence of having passed from 
death unto life. A considerable number of these belong 
to Virginia, and the states farther south." 

'* The ways of the Lord are right"— they are wise— 
they are holy«-»they are gracious— tbey are admirable-* 
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and << sought out of all them that have pleasure there- 
in." Intelligence of the interesting scenes which were 
taking place at Princeton, is said to have been one im* 
portant means of quickening the church to prayer and 
religious conversation previous to any favoursd^le appear- 
ances in Tale college. 

The Assembly, therefore, returning towards the cen- 
tre of their ecclesiastical concerns, recognize with gra- 
titude God's gracious work in the college of New Jer- 
sey. From the report of the President of this Seminazy 
to the Board of Trustees, which report has been read 
to the Assembly, it is learnt, that *^ a majority of the 
students now in die college may be viewed as hopefully 
pious ;" and that ^^ a large proportion of the residue ap- 
pear to possess much tenderness of conscience, and show a 
very desirable regard to religious duties and obligations". 
Among the causes, which have been made effective of 
this blessed revolution in the spiritual state of Nassau 
Hall, three have been presented which the Assembly 
deem it useful to mention, and simply to mention, for 
the sake, especially, of such of their people as may be 
concerned in the care of our precious youth :— 1st. The 
study of the Holy Scriptures ; accompanied with com- 
ments on the portion read, and a practical application of 
the leading truths contained in it. 2d. Moral discipline, 
vigorously and vigilantly maintained. 3d. The few pious 
youth who were members of College before the revival, 
as a leaven leavening the whole mass. The subjects of 
this revival are of a diversity of religious denominationa, 
great care having been used to avoid both an excluding 
and a proselyting spirit. It has occasioned no remis- 
sion of the ordinary pursuits of literature and science, 
.but, on the contrary, has had a friendly bearing upon 
them. No influence from the quarter of authority has 
been introduced, to force any of the youth into a parti- 
cipation of the extraordinary exercises which took place. 
But the Assembly forbear to enlarge. 

It is scarcely possible to light upon subjects of more 
deep and lively interest to the soul that sincerely loves 
the Redeemer and his cause, than the scenes which 
have now passed in review before the churches.

Here are the hopes of Zion bred in the nurse- 
ries of learning and piety. " Here is a Verification of 
the oracle, " the children of thy servants shall continue^ 
and their seed shall be established before thee." And 
here are the fountains whose streams, confluent, and yet 
pellucid, smooth, and noiseless, make glad the city of 
our God. May the propitious influence of these revi- 
vals extend with rapidity to every Seminary in the Re- 
public ; that the schools of the prophets may never cease 
to be fed from the halls of science and the liberal arts ! 

In the view of all the facts and details which have been 
related, the Assembly offer their congratulations to the 
friends of ^ion and to those who have pniyed for the 
peace of Jerusalem* " God is in the midst of hei* ; she 
shall not be moved : God shall help her, and that right 
early." ** God is known in her palaces for a refuge."

They are also happy to learn that the students have con- 
ducted themselves in such a manner as does -honor 
both to themselves and their teachers ; not only in their 
moral and religious conduct, but in their endeavours to 
promote religion in the minds of the people in their 
vicinity. 

But the main subject referred to your Committee is^ 
the expediency of erecting buildings suitable for the 
accommodation of the Professors and students. On 
this important subject, your Committee beg leave to 
report, that taking into view the considerations already 
suggested, as to the spirit of our people for the sup- 
port of the Seminary, and humble .reliance on a super- 
intending Providence, we have encouragement to pro- 
ceed further in our views and exertions, by endea- 
vouring to effect those things which are indispensably 
necessary for its support and future existence.

That it be, and it hereby is, earnestly recom- 
mended to all the Presbyteries under the care of the 
General Assembly, to adopt speedy measures to induce 
the Societies within their respective limits, to circulate 
petitions on the subject, and having circulated them for 
signature, to transmit them to Congress by Xhejlrsi day 
ofyantuirif next* 



The committee appointed to prepare a draft of a pe- 
tition to the Congress, on the subject of the transporta- 
tion and opening of the mail on the Sabbath, reported 
the following, which was adopted : viz» 

The undersigned, inhabitants of 
and state of beg leave to represent to 

the honorable the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States, in Congress assembled. That, in 
the opinion of your petitioners, the transportation and 
opening of the Mail on the Sabbath Day, is inconsistent 
with the proper observance of that Sacred Day, injuri- 
ous to the Morals of the Xation, and provokes the judg- 
ments of the Ruler of Nations. We perceive, from the 
report of the Post-master General, at your last session, 
on this subject, that it is his opinion, that when peace 
shall arrive^ the necessity of carrying and opening the 
Mail on the Sabbath Day, will greatly diminish. While, 
therefore, we congratulate you on the return of peace, 
we approach you with confidence, and beseech you to 
take this subject into your serious consideration, and 
enact such laws as you, in your wisdom, may deem ne- 
cessary, for the removal of this eviU And we, your 
petitioners, as in duty boimd, will ever pray &c. 



A petition of the Synod of Ohio, praying an alte- 
ration of the line dividing that Synod from the Synod 
of Kentucky, so that the Ohio river shall be the line divi- 
ding the two aforesaid Synods, was overtured. TTie pray- 
er of the petition was granted ; it being undarstood, that, 
the connexion now subiisting between the cpngregatioD 
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of Cabin creek and the Rev. William Williamson, shall 
not be thereby affected, agreeably to the petition of the 
elders of said congregation, which had been forwarded 
to the Assembly and read. 



The Committee to which was committed the report of 
the committee to which the petition of some elders, who 
entertain conscientious scruples on the subject of holding 
slaves, together with that of the Synod of Ohio concer- 
ning the buying and selling of slaves, had been referred, 
reported; and their report, being read and amended,, was 
adopted, and is as follows : viz. 

The General Assembly have repeatedly declared their 
cordial approbation of tho^e principles of civil liberty 
which appear to be recognized by the Federal and 
State governments in these United States. They have 
expressed their regret, that ^e slavery of the Africans 
and of their descendants still continues in so many 
places, and even among those within the pale of the 
church; and have urged the Presbyteries under their 
care to adopt such measures as will secure at least 
to the rising generation of slaves, within the bounds 
6£ the church, a religious education; that they may 
be prepared for the exercise and enjoyment of liberty, . 
when God, in his Providence, may open a door for their 
emancipation. The Committee refer said petitioners to 
the Printed Extracts of the Synod of New York and 
Philadelphia, for the year 1787 on this subject, repub- 
lished by the Assembly in 1793 ; and also to the 
Extracts of the minutes of the Assembly for 1795; 
which last are in the following -words: viz. 

^^ *A serious and conscientious person, a member of 
a Presbyterian congregation, who views the slavery of 
the negroes as a moral evil, highly offensive to God, 
and injurious to the interests of the Gospel, lives 
under the ministry of a person, or amongst a society 
of people, who concur with him in sentiment on the 
subject upon general principles; yet, for particular rea- 
sons, bold slaves and tolerate the practice in others: 
Oug^t the former of these persons, under the impres- 
sions and circumstances above described, to hold Chri- 
stian communion with the latter ?'' 
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'* Whereupon, after due deliberation, it was Resol- 
ved, that as the same difiVrence o'.' opinion with 
respect to slavery takes place in sundry other parts 
of the Presbyterian Church, notn'ithstandinff which 
they live in charity and peace, according to the doc- 
trine and practice ol' the Apostles ; it is hereby 
rccommendeil to all conscientious persons, and espe- 
cially to those whom it immediately respects, to do 
the same. At the same time the Genend Assembly 
assure all the churches under their care, that they 
view with the deepest concern any vestiges of slavery 
which may exist in our country, and refer the 
churches to the Records of the General Assembly, 
published at diflerent times ; but especially to ^sk over- 
ture oi the late S)'nod of New York and Philadelphiai 
published in 1787, and re-published among the extracts 
Irom the minutes of the General Assembly of 1793* on 
that head, with which, they trust, every conscientious 
person will be fully satisfied." 

This is deemed a sufficient answer to the first petir 
.tion ; and with regard to the second, the Assembly 
observe, that, although in some sections of our country^ 
under certain circumstances, the transfer of slaves may 
be unavoidable, yet they consider the buying and selling 
^ of slaves by way of traffic, and all undue severity in the 
management of them, as inconsistent with the spirit of 
the GospeL And they recommend it to the Presbyte- 
ries and sessions under their care, to make use of all 
prudent measures to prevent such shameful and un- 
righteous conduct. 



Resolved, That the Rev. Messrs. Isaac V. Broifi^and 
William C. Scbenck, be a committee to dispose of the 
interest on monies in the hands of the Trustees of the 
College of New- Jersey for the ensuing year, and report 
on the subject to the next Assembly. 



" An error of some importance havit\g occurred i|i 
the printed extracts of last year, by which it was stated^ 
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that the Synod of Virgtriia and the Presbytery of Win* 
Chester had made no report, which was contrary to fact, 
as appears from the written minutes of the last Assem- 
bly : On motion, therefore, it was ordered, that this 
mistake be corrected in the extracts of this year, and 
that, as fA^^^ reports were, not printed Ii^t year together 
with the rest, they should be entered at large in the 
extracts of this yeai^"* 



Resolved, That this Assembly be dissolved, and that 
the next General Assembly be required to meet in the 
First Presbyterian Church in the city of Philadelpbia, 
on the third Thursday in May next^ at 11 o'ek>ck A* M« 

The Moderator, therefore, dissolved this Assembly, 
agreeably to the form prescribed by the Constitution of 
the Church. 

Concluded with prayer.^

MAY 16, 1816. 

THE General Affsembly of the Preabytaria» CShurch 
in the United States of America, met, agreeably to ap- 
pointment, in the First Presbytcriatn Church in the Citv 
of Fhikdelphia, at 1 1 o'clock, A. M. smd was- opetira^ 
by the Rev. Wra^. NeiH, D. D. the inoderator of the 
last Assembly, with a sermtm from Heh* xiii* 17. last 
clause of the verse : " Obey them that have the rule 
over you, and submit yourselves ; for they watch fef 
your souls, as they that must cnve account, that they 
may do it with joy, and not wim grief; for that is ub* 
profitable for you.''

A connected Narrative of the state of Religion was 
read ; and, being amended, was adopted, and is as fol- 
lows : 

The General Assembly" in giving to the churches im- 
der their care a detailed account of die state and 
prosperity of Zion.. find themselves affected by min- 
gled emotions, in which joy and gratitude have the 
ascendency. A view of the operations of Divine 
grace in our churches during tne past year, clearly 
demonstrates, not only that God is ^^ever mindful 
of his covenant with his people, that he will not forever 
hide his face from the children of his love, but also, 
that " the time^even the set time to favour many parts of 
the American Zion has now come^^ If, when receiving 
a particular account of God's dealings with his people, 
we find, in some instances, that ^^ iniquity abounds, and 
the love of some who have professed to serve the Lord, has 
waxed cold; that stupidity, luke-warmness, deadness, or 
vice, have paralyzed the arm of religious exertion, or 
stopped the pulse of religious feeling ;" the General As- 
sembly feel thankful to the great head of the church, that 
they are soon relieved irom dwelling on these dark and 
depressing scenes. A brighter and more animating state 
of affairs soon rises to notice. Instances, in which ^^ the 
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I 

arm of the Lord has been signally revealed " to naa 
ny, who had been long" sitting in the darkness of spirit- 
ual death," or benumbed by a death-like lethargy apd 
. indifference to spiritual concerns, gild the prosp^ects^ in- 
spire with hope, encourage and animate us to wait for the 
Divine blessing in the way of God's appointment, and i;a 
the use of those means which he has designated. 

In noticing the events which have transpired during 
the past year^ the General Assembly, cannot but regard 
them as characteristic of a new and highly interesting sera of 
the church of Christ. They can state, from information 
received from different sections of the church, that infi^ 
dtlitif stalks abroad with a less confident and unblush- 
ing aspect, than in times past , that ^^ intemperance and 
profanity have become less frequent, and that a decent 
and respectful attention is generally paid to the external 
duties of piety. True it is, that this state of things.does 
not every Ti;A^r^ prevaiL In some sections of the church 
the people of God are mourning *4nd in tears, because 
the Sabb ATK of the Lord is not hallowed^ and because, in- 
stead of ^V remembering to keep.it holy," some continue 
to do their own pleasure, and attend to secular pursuits 
on this holy day ! Travelling on the Lord's Day is 
not uniformly, nor carefully, avoided ; and, though, in 
SOME- parts of our land, this sin. is reprobated and pu- 
nished, (and the General Assembly mention this fact in 
the language of conmiendation, and in hopes that it will re- 
ceive notice and imitation,) yet, in others, it is regar- 
ded as oi^ venial character, and committed with but little 
compunction! The General Assembly advert to this, for 
the purpose of: expressing the sense wKich they entertain 
of it, as\a fls^grant violation of express and . commanded 
duty ; as calc^ated to provoke the Divine indignation .and 
to bring: down the heaviest judgments I 

It is with pleasure, however, d^at the General AssemI;>Iy 
can report the harmony, the union, and the pe^ce. of. the 
.church ;jth^ fidelity: of its ministers ;.and the instances of 
exeinplary piety, of fervent zeal, and of generous ajid de- 
voted attadim^t to the cause of the .'Redeemer, lyhiph 
are presented to their notice. "The Garden of God" 

Qq . . 
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has been copiously watered with showers of Divine grace: 
many trees planted in it, have attained the strength and 
'beauty of the ** Cedars of Lebanon,'* and brought forth 
fruit abundantly. Amongst the means which God has 
especially blessed to the conversion of sinners, and to the 
edification and increase of his chntch^^Catecheiical In* 
struction^ Suntiay Schoolsj and Bible Classes^ deserve a 
special notice. 

In most congregations, the youthful mind has been 
directed to that " form of sound words** contained in the 
Catechisms of our church, and thus supplied with mate- 
rials to comfort and protect them in riper years, as well as 
to guide them in the morning of life. If the testimony of 
EXPERIENCE will be listened to on this head, it will pro- 
nounce loudly in favour of communicating instruction by 
means of CntechUms ; for it proclaims that God has hi- 
therto greatly blessed this mode of imparting relig^oud 
knowledge. 

Sunday Schools also occupy a prominent situation in the 
details of the occurrences of the past year. In sevend 
portions of our land these schools have been constituted 
for the instruction of the poor and ignorant. The mo- 
ments of holy domestic leisure which occur on the LK>rd*s 
Day, are appropriated to this laudable undertaking. — 
Multitudes of the ignorant and the young, having been 
led to the fountains of human knowledge, and taught to 
read the word of life, have been conducted, by their be- 
nevolent instructors, to the Temple of the living God, to 
seek for that knowledge by which they may ** become 
wise unto salvation." In the city of Philadelphia, more 
than five thousand children, as well as many aged per- 
sons, are instructed in this manner. In New York, the 
youthful pupils exceed four thousand. — And, when no- 
ticing and approving this laudable, and (in our coun- 
try) novel mode of instructing diose " who were 
ready to perish, and had none to help them," it would be 
ungenerous and imjust not to award the meed of ap- 
plause where it has been so richly merited, to declare, 
that" the daughters of Zion" have done nobly in this 
undertaking. — ^They have certainly performed a conspi- 
cuous and important part, and deserve well of the friends 
of humanity and religion. They have thus been the 
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honoured instruments of ^^ plucking many of our race, as 
brands out of the everlasting burning ;" and rendering 
them useful and ornamental members of civil society, and 
blessings to the church of God ! May the prayers of 
the widow, and the blessings of the fatherless, attend and 
stimulate them to farther exertions !■ 

*' Bibk Classes'^ have been formed in different sections 
of the church ; and the object of their formation ha^ 
been to render the young and ignorant familiar with the 
volume of Holy Writ : and so great has been the apti- 
tude which has been manifested, that some of the chil- 
dren have been able to repeat to their instructors, at 9 
single recitation^ several hundred verses of the sacred 
volume. 

Bible and Tract Societies have greatly multiplied in 
our country, during the last year. From Georgia t9 
Main, endeavors have been made to convey the Word 
of Life, the consolations and support of the Gospel, to 
the remotest cottage on our borders. They who have 
been long sitting in the darkness of the shadow of death 
— ^without the light of revelation, — ignorant of whatthe 
Gospel of Christ has done, and what it can do, are- no 
longer in .this distressing situation ! The lamp of revela^ 
tion now shines in many a hitherto gloomy mansion j and 
illuminates, and directs, and cheers many a hitherto 
darkened soul ! In the distribution oT religious Tracts^ 
(in which the reality and power of Godliness have ap- 
peared, as manifested in the lives and death of emiinent 
Christians) a Divine blessing has been evident, and en- 
couragement communicated not to become wear)' in th^ 
species of *' well doing J*^ 

The General Assembly record with gratification, and 
heartfelt pleasure, the information they have received of 
the formation of an ^^ American Bible Society ^^ a few daj^ 
since in the city of New York ; and from the unanimi- 
ty manifested by all denominations of Christians on that 
occasion, the: fervour of zeal displayed, and eagerness 
manifested by the numerous and highly respectaJbJe de- 
legation, which attended to combine ^eir exertions in 
promoting the best interests of their fellow men, by fur- 
nishing them with the word of life — ^they cannot but be- 
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licvc that it is the " work of God," that it will stand, 
and prove a rich blessing to those who may enjoy the 
fruits of its exertions. 

Of the benefiu resulting from moral sociETitfl, the 
Assembly are fully sens.ble, and willingly testify their 
approbation of the objf.ct to effect which their exer- 
tions are directed : and when it is stated that these so- 
cieties have been instrumental, with the Divine blessing, 
in repressing and discountenancing prophanit^% intem- 
perance, sabbath-breaking, and other notorious vices, 
farther inducements need not be mentioned to those 
who study the peace and prosperity of the church, and 
good order of society', to impel them to promote dieir 
formation, and to tfllct their object. 

Missionary exerticns^ during the last year, have been 
numerous, and efficacious. The hearts of many have 
been opened to ^^ demise lit^eral things in behalf of those 
who are perishing for lack oi knowledge." In addition 
to the missionary societies existing at the time ot our 
last report, several new societies have been formed, and 
ne^r labourers sent into the ** -whitened fields?'^ The re- 
ports received on this subjrct, are ot an encouraging com- 
plexion, and calculated to excite to more vigorous exer- 
tions in the Gospel vine\ ard. 

By the last General Assembly, it was recommended 
to the churches to join in " monthly concertn of prayer ^'^ 
to unite in earnest supplication for the speedy coming of 
the kingdom of the Redeemer, and for the extension of 
the triumphs ot the C^ospel of Christ. This recommen- 
dation has met with a very general attention. Christians 
of other denominations than our own, have cordially 
united with us in this interesting service. God has bt;en 
entreated oi'by his people — ^he has heard their prayers; — he 
has answered their petitions, and blessed their souls. 

Several conversions to God, in individual cases, and 
several revivals of religion in societies, may be traced to 
these seasons of social prayer. In many places *' devout 
and pious females" have formed themselves into pray- 
ing societies, and obtained in the discharge of duty-^ — 
comfort to themselves, and light, and direction for 
others. 
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Tkt state of the church) during the past year; its 
growth, and prosperity; the zeal and diligpence 4>f its 
members ; the outpourings of the Spirit of- G^od;. the con- 
viction and coBversicm'' <if multitudes, who had hitherto 
been *^dead in tresspasses' and sins ;'' the' language of 
Upraise which has burst from the mouth of babes and 
sucklings:" these have been of acharacter calculated to ex- 
cite the strains- of holy gratitude, and to cause us to ex^ 
claim, ^^ These ar«> the Lord's doings, ai^d wondrous in 
our eyes !" 

In passing from south to north, the General- Assembly 
find in most places^ a decent and respectiul attention to 
the ordinary means of grace ;*— and in some — a. special 
work, and extraordinary outpouring of the Holy Spirit* 

In the city of Phi/adelphiOj a very animating revival 
commenced in January last. A deep,, silent, and awfiil 
work--*attended by pungent convictions of sinfulness and 
misery, continued for- some length of time.— The good 
work still progi'esses ! 

Within the bounds of the presbyter}* of New Brunswick, 
the Generd Assembly have found much to gladden the 
heart. Trenton and Bound Brook have been visited with 
times of refreshing from tiie Divine Presence* In Basken*- 
ridf^^eth^ Spirit of the Lord has been poured outyin copious 
efiusions. The good work, which commenced iii the Acof 
demy^ was soon extended to the church generally. A 
goodly number of the students of that institution, as well 
as many others, have joined themselves to the Lord. 

\n Morriatowni\i\tii\n the bounds of the presbytehy 
or JERSEY, a work of grace commenced in August last, 
which has been slow and gradual in its progress, and deep 
aiid solemn in ks effects It yet continues,, and the nun^ 
ber of its subjects is very considerable. 

From the Presbytery of iV«i; Tork information has been 
received of a highly gratiiying chatracter^ In the. brick 
diKurch in? the cttyoi New York, God has been pleased to 
pour out his Spirit, and to produce a very general enquiry. 
*^ What shall we do tor be saved ?" This attention to eter^ 
nal concerns commenced towards the close of the last 
year,, and has rapidly and steadily increased from that 
time to the present. The subjects of this woHc are almost 
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cxdtisivety yoiifh — the majority feinales-4mt an unusual 
proportion of rnaks* 

Accounts of a similar character have been received from 
the Presbytery of Hudson* In the congregation of Goshen^ 
the revival, before existing, has greatly increased. In 
die congregations of Scotchtown, Westown, Florida and 
Amity, the marks of Divine footsteps have been very ^s- 
ible* Numbers have been brought to bow to the sceptre 
of King Jesus, and to embrace the humbling doctrines 
of the Cross. 

In the city of Albany^ a Divine influence has been ex- 
erted, and die houses of the living God thronged with 
earnest, and devout worshippers ! Such also has been the 
case at CatskilL 

The city of Troy, (within the bounds of the Presby- 
tery of Columbia,) has also been abundantly watered by 
refreshing showers oi' heavenly grace, and numbers have 
been added to the flock of Christ. The hearts of the 
ministers of the Gospel have been filled widi joy, and 
their hands with employment. 

As it would swell the details of this report beyond all 
reasonable bounds, to give a concise narrative of all 
the revivals of religion, which have taken place, within 
the past year, in the churches under their care, — ^the Ge- 
nerad Assembly regret, they can only mention the names 
of other Presbyteries, within the bounds of which, the 
Spirit of God ha.s been poured out in a remarkable man- 
ner. Of this number are the Presbyteries of Winchester, 
Long Island, Oneida, Onondaga, Champlain, Geneva, 
and Cayuga. 

Whilst detailing the particular growth of the Redee- 
mer's kingdom, the General Assembly rejoice to find a 
missionary spirit arising in the breasts of Ae young men, 
who are attached to the Theological Seminary at Prince- 
ton ; and they cherish a rational hope that this seminary 
will prove " a school of prophets,*' — ^who shall proclaim 
Christ the way of salvation to perishing sinners, and con- 
solation to the weary, waiting soul. 

In connection with this subject, the Assembly have to 
state from information communicated to this body, the ex.- 
istence of a seminary for the instruction of Theological 
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Students, established xt Hampden Sydney, under the pa- 
tronage of the S3mod of Virginia, which, it is^hoped, wiiBv in 
due season, furnish able and faithful labourers in the vine- 
yard of our common Lord* 

Several of the Co//^^e«ofour land have been graciously^ 
visited, and the salt of grace cast into these fountains, from 
which ^^ streams may flow to make glad the city of our 
God." The moral habits of the youth in Union College 
are very encouraging. Two societies meet every week 
for ^'social worship^^^ besides occasional meetings for 
prayer. Several instances of hopeful conversion have 
occurred in this seminary during the last year. 

From Massachusetts Proper, we learn, that the con- 
cert of prayer ; the diffusion of the holy scriptures and 
religious tracts ; the propagation of the gospel among the 
destitute in our own country, and in pagan climes; 
and the suppression of immoral practices ; are objects 
which are cherished with great fervour and success ! 
And we would record with joy and gratitude, the nu- 
merous and animating revivals of religion, which have 
blessed many of the con'gregations in the counties of 
Hampshire, Hainden and Berkshire, and in other parts 
of the state, and which have introduced, hundreds into 
the bosom of the christian church. The Theolbgicd In- 
stitution at Andover is stated to be in aflourishing condition, 
and a society has been lately formed in that state, which 
promises to afford efficient aid to pious and indigent young 
men, whose hearts God has inclined to the gospel 
ministry. 

• The General Assembly learn with pleasti^re from the, 
delegation frpin the General Association of Connecti- 
cut, that attention to religion in that quarter, exceeds any 
thing of the kind which has ever before been witnessed. 
About one-sixth part of the whole number of towns in 
that state have teen visited iti an extraoreRnary tsacsater^ 
and multitudes hav^'beeome the subjects of a lively hope. 
TlMti^e, also, Mi8sif)i]iai<^, &ible, Tracts-Moral, and Pra}^- 
ing Societies, are numerous and flourishing. • • j ■ \ 

In Vermont,*** God has n6t forgotten'tci ber^graGlous 
to his church*" -In tii« course of the past year, ^viVak 
of religion have occurred in anumbcr-of towtos'bn the 
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eastern side of the mountain, and also in the western part 
of the state, particularly in the towns bordering on the 
lake. 

New Hampshire, has also been blessed with revivals. 
In several towns, a special work of gi*ace has been begun, 
and continues to progress. Concerts for prayer have 
been attended, and blessed to the conversion of careless 
sinners, and to the comfort and edification of God's own 
people ! 

On a review of the whole, we have reason for adoring 
gratitude and deep humility. ^^ Not unto us, not unto 
us, but to thy name, O God ! shall this glorious and gra- 
cious work be ascribed !" Many whose heads are whiten- 
ed with age, who have long borne the heat and burden 
of the day, in the Gospel vineyard, declare that never 
have such exhilarating reports of the prosperity of Zion 
sounded in their ears, nor such bright prospects met their 
eyes. *' Blessed then are your eyes, for what they see ; 
and your ears, for what they hear." 

Let all be encouraged to diligence, to watchfulness, and 
prayer ; to wait upon God in the use of his appointed 
means, and to pray for the special outpouring of his holy 
Spirit. Brethren, the promise is sure ; wait for it ; it will 
come ; it will not tarry !

44. That the Board of Trust of the Western Missi- 
onary Society, be allowed three hundred dollars, for 
the purpose of establishing a second school among the 
six nations ; and that they be authorized to locate the 
school in any place among that people, which they may 
deem most suitable, whether it shall fall within or with- 
out their bounds* 
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The committee appointed to consider whether the 
Missionary business cannot be carried on with more ef- 
ficacy> and to greater extent, reported; and their report 
being amended was adopted, and is as follows : viz. 

The committee rejoice in the prospect of a competent 
supply of the word of God, to the poor and destitute in 
our country, by means of Bible Societies. The numbers 
and resources of these institutions are every day encreas- 
ing ; so that, at no very remote period, it is hoped, that 
the sun of revelation will shine on every dark comer of our 
land, and irradiate every dwelling however obscure* The 
committee, however, instead of regarding this as a rea- 
son for relaxing missionary efforts, are persuaded that its 
proper effect is to infuse new life and vigour into the mis- 
sionary cause. In proportion as the word of God is known 
and appreciated, will the preachers of the word in its 
simplicity and purity be effectual : in proportion as the 
Bible is diffused, wiU missionaries be successful in organ- 
izing churches. 

That there is a wide extent of country, destitute of 
the ordinary means of grace, is too well known to be 
mentioned in this place ; the present demand for mis-^ 
sionary labours, very far exceeds the ability of supply ; 
and the population of the country is encreasing with such 
rapidity, that, were every place now vacant completely 
supplied with the regular ministrations of the gospel, 
after the elapse of a year there would probably be in the 
nation, four hundred thousand souls requiring the la- 
bours of a competent number of religious instructors. 
When, then, there are such multitudes at this moment, 
who rarely, if ever, hear the gospel preached, and such 
mighty additions are made every year to our numbers ; 
when, too, great multitudes, sensible of their wants, arc 
addressing their importunate cries to us for missionaries, 
the cry for help of souls ready to perish; it appears to your 
cora'mitee that God and our brethren require of us much 
more than we have heretofore rendered. We are longing 
and praying for the coming of the day of glory ; and per- 
haps many of us hope to see it. But we have no right 
to calculate on miraculous interpositions ; and without a 
miracle, century after century, must elapse before the 
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e^uth can be filled with the knowledge of God. All 
that the Christian world is now doing with united eiFort^ 
if continued without intermission for one thousand 
years, would barely serve to fill the world with Bibles 
and Missionaries* Yet we are not to despair. God, in his 
adorable Providence, seems to have changed, in these lat- 
ter times, the scale on which he had for ages conducted the 
affairs of his government. Changes which formerly 
were the work of years, are how produced in a day. 
Magnificent and astonishing events have passed so of- 
ten before the eyes of men of the present age, that their 
minds have acquired a tone and vigouf which prompt 
them to undertake and accomplish great things. We 
ourselves witness every day the wonderful effects of 
combined counsels and exertions, both in the moral and 
political world. 

From the lessons taught us by experience, your Com- 
mittee have no doubt but that in the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States, there needs only union 
of purpose and effort to accomplish all the plans which 
)iave been proposed, and even to go far beyond the 
expectations and hopes of the most sanguine. And 
this especially, as so powerful an impulse has been given 
to the Christian community ; and the impression is so 
deep and universal, that it becomes us all who love the 
Lord Jesus Christ, to exert ourselves for the promo- 
tion of his glory and the extention of his kingdom. 

For the purpose of enlarging the sphere of our mis- 
sionary operations then, and infusing new vigour into the 
cause, your Committee would respectfully recommend a 
change of the style, and enlargement of the powers of 
the Standing Committee of Missions. If instead of con- 
tinuing to this body, the character of a committee bound 
in all cases to act according to the instructions of thet 
General Assembly, and under the necessity of receiv- 
ing its sanction to give validity to all the measures which 
it may propose, the Committee of Missions were erected 
into a Soard, with full powers to transact all the business 
of the Missionary cause, only requiring the Board to re- 
port annually to' the General Assembly; it would then 
be able to carry on the Missionary business with all 
the vigour and unity of design that would be 
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found in a socie^ origmftted for diat purpose ; and, at 
the same time, would enjoy ail the benefit mat the coun- 
sel and advice of the €reneral Assembly could aSbtd* 

With these views of die subject, it is respectfully re- 
eonmiended: 

!• That the style of the ccmmiittee be changed fisr diat 
of ^The Board of Missions, acting under the authoritjr 
of die General Assembly of die Presbyterian Church 
in die United States." 

2* That the Board of Missions be enlarged by tiie ad- 
dition of the Rev. John B. Romeyn, D. D. Samuel Mil- 
ler, D. D. Messrs. Samuel Bsgrard, Robert Ralston, 
Robert Lenox, John R. B. Rodgers, John £• Caldwell, 
Divie Bethune, and Zechariah Lewis. 

3. That, in addition to the powers already granted to 
the Committee of Missions, the Board of Missions be au- 
diorized to appoint missionaries whenever they may 
deem it proper ; to make such advances to missionaries 
as may be judged necessary ; and to pay balances due to 
missionaries who have fulfilled their missions, whenever, 
in their judgment, the particular circumstances of die 
missionaries may require it. 

4. That the Board be authorized and directed to 
take measures for establishing throughout our churches. 
Auxiliary Missionary Societies ; and that die General 
Assembly recommend to their people, the establishment 
of such societies, to aid the funds, and extend the ope- 
rations of the Board. 

5. That the members of the Board of Missions, be 
annually chosen by the Assembly ; and that they conti- 
nue in office until the rising of the next General As- 
sembly, when they are to be succeeded by the persons 
chosen for the current year. 

The Committee further report, that while deliberat- 
ing on the subject referred to them, they at first diought 
it would be expedient for this Assembly to present to die 
consideration of their churches the importance of Fo- 
reign Missions, and to direct the Board to take measures 
for commencing and carrying on such missions ; but, on 
mature reflection, they are inclined to believe, that the 
union of Foreign widi Domestic missions would produce 
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too great complexity in the affairs of the Board, and 
render the pressure of business too severe and burden- 
some. And this consideration is strengthened by the 
belief which they indulge, that a New Society for. con- 
ducting foreign missions might be formed, composed 
not only of members .belonging to our churches, but also 
of members belonging to ti^e reformed Dutch Church, to 
the Associate Reformed Church, and other churches 
which have adopted the same creed. Such a society is 
highly desirable; and were it organized on an extensive 
plan, so as to call forth the combined energies and chari- 
ty of all these sister churches, it would be productive of 
beneficial consequences, both at home and abroad, to our- 
selves as well as to the heathen. 

Resolved, That the Rev. John B. Romeyn, D. D. 
Archibald Alexander, D. D. Edward Griffin, D. D. 
William Neill, D. D. and James Richards, D. D« and 
Messrs. DivieBethune andZechariah Lewis, be a com- 
mittee to correspond with the Dutch and Associate Re- 
formed Churches, and other churches holding the same 
creed; and endeavour to ascertain whether the mem- 
bers of those churches will unite with those of the 
Prebyterian Church in the United States, in the forma- 
tion of a Society for Foreign Missions ; and if possible 
report to the next General Assembly a plan of a society 
to be established for this purpose. 



The Board of Missions, chosen and appointed by this 
Assembly for the ensuing year, are : viz.

Drs. Miller and Janeway and Mr. Finley, were ap- 
pointed a committee to prepare and have published sub- 
scription papers for the re-printing of the printed ex- 
tracts of the Minutes of the General Assembly. 

The above committee brought into the Assembly a 
number of said papers, and submitted them to the con- 
sideration of the Assembly. Whereupon it was resolv- 
ed, that the several Presbyteries under the care of the 
Assembly, take order for the circulation of the aforesaid 
subscription papers; and that after subscribers have been 
procured, they be forwarded to Mr. Benjamin B. Hop- 
kins. 



The committee appointed to enquire, whether some 
plan cannot be devised for the wider circulation of the 
Confession of Faith and of the Constitution of the Pres- 
byterian Church, reported; and their report, being read 
and amended, was adopted, and is as follows: viz. 

1st. That it be strictly enjoined on all the Presbyte- 
ries, under the care of the General Assembly, to en- 
deavour by such means as upon careful examination, 
shall to them appear best, to promote the diffusion and 
wider circulation of the Confession of Fsuth and book of 
discipline of the Presbyterian Church. 

2nd. That it be recommended to the congregations in 
our connection to take measures to supply tilieir own 
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poor with the Confiession of faith, catechisms, and book 
of discipline of our church* 

3d. That the Trustees of the General Assembly be 
authorized and directed to enquire into the expediency 
of stereotyping the Confession of faith, catechisms, and 
form of churoi government, and to report to the next 
General Assembly. 



The committee to which was referred an enquiry pro- 
posed to thb Assembly by the Presbytery of Philadel- 
phia, relative to the notes found in the book containing 
the Constitution of the Presbyterian Church in the Unit- 
ed States of America, reported; and their report being 
amended was adopted, and is as follows : viz. 

That the book referred to was first published with no* 
thing but the simple text, without any Scripture proofs, 
or any notes of any description whatsoever. This is evi* 
dent, not only from the minutes of the General Assem**' 
hly, but from the numerous copies of this first edition of 
the standards of our church, which are now inexistence* 
It is also equally evident from examining the records of 
the General Assembly, that not a single note in the book 
has been added to, or made a part of, the Constitution of 
the Church since it was first formed and published, in 
the manner above recited. Several alterations and ad- 
ditions have been made, by referring them when contem- 
plated to the Presbyteries for their decision thereon, in 
the manner pointed out in the Constitution itself. But 
among all the points thus referred, there is not found a 
single note which now appears in the book containing 
the constitution of our church. Hence it follows beyond 
a doubt, that these notes are no part of the constitution. 
If then it be enquired, how these notes obtained the place 
which they now occupy, and what is the character as to 
authority which they possess ? the answer is this-— When 
a second edition of the standards of our church was need- 
ed, it was thought by the General Assembly, that it would 
be of great use in itself, highly agx:eeable to the members 
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6f 611V diurch generally, at well as confermable to. the ex- 
ample of the church of Scotland, from which we derived 
our origin, if the Scripture proofs were added, in sup- 
port of the several parts and clauses of the confesuon of 
mth, catechisms and form of government. A comnuttee 
was accordingly appointed by the Assembly, to select 
the scripture proofs, and to prepare them for being print- 
ed with the second edition of the book. The work of 
this committee was the fotlowmg year referred to ano- 
ther, and ultimately the committee charged with prepar- 
ingthe scripture proofs reported along with these ]Hxx)fs, 
the notes which now appear in the book, and which 
were approved by the General Assembly, and directed to 
be printed with the proofs in the form in which they now 
appear. These notes then are explanations of some of 
the principles of the Presb}rterian Church, given by the 
Greneral AssemUv, and which of course the General 
Assembly may modify, or idtogether exclude at their 
pleasure ; whereas the articles of the Constitution must 
govern the Assembly themselves, and cannot be altered 
or abrogated, but in the manner pointed out in the Con- 
stitution itself. 

On the whole, in the book containing the Standards of 
our Church, the text alone contains the constitution of our 
Church ; the notes are an exposition of principles given 
by the highest judicature of that church, of the same 
force while they continue with the other acts of that ju- 
dicature, but subject to alterations, amendments, or a to- 
tal erasure, as they shall judge proper. 

Resolved, that as it belongs to the General Assembly 
to give direction in regard to the notes which accompany 
the constitution of which they are the supreme judicatory, 
this Assembly express it as their opinion, that, in print- 
ing future editions of the Constitution of this Church, the 
parenthesis in the note, on this part of the form of govern- 
ment which defines a Synod, and which is expressed in 
these words, ^' since a Synod is only a larger Presbyte- 
ry," be omitted, as well as the note connected with the 
scripture proofs in answer to the question in the larger 
catechism, What is forbidden in the eighth command- 
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ment I in which the nature of the trime of manstealing 
anddavery is dilated upon. . 

In regard to this last omission, the Assembly thinly 
proper to\declare, that in directing it they are influenced 
by lar other motives, than .'any desire to favour slaveryi 
or to retard the extinction of that mournful evil, as . speedi- 
ly as may consist with the happiness of all conceded. . 

Resolved, that the foregoing resolution, with the re« 
port of the committee, sanctioned by the Assembly, on the 
same sul^'ect, be printed, and connected with the last 
edition of the confession of faith, catechisms, form of go- 
vernment, &c. of this Church. 



Resolved, that it be renewedly enjoined on all the' Sy- 
nods and Presbjrteries, in connection with this Assembly, 
to take special care, that their annual reports to the As- 
sembly be made out according to the forms prescribed 
in the printed extracts. 



Resolved, that it be, and it is hereby recommended to 
the Presbyteries, to forward instructims to the next Gene- 
ral Assembly, relative to the mode of conveying to them, 
their several quotas of the extracts from the minutes ; and 
that, for the present year, one copy be sent to each minister 
by mail, as £ar as the agent can find out their address. 



The committee appointed to prepare a minute, stating 
the attention which the Presbyteries appear to have paid 
to the resolutions of the Assembly, in relation to the se- 
lection of young men for the ministry, and providing 
funds for their education, reported; and their report being 
read was adopted, and is as follows : viz. 

That from the several votes of the house on tiie sub- 
ject, the Presbyteries of Cayuga, Onondaga, Greneva, 
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Oneida, Columbia, Albany, Londondeny, Hudson, New 
York, Long Island, Jersey, New Brunswick, Philadel* 
phia, New Castle, Carlisle, Baltimore, Hedstone, Erie, 
Ohio, Lancaster, Hartford, Winchester, Hanorer, Lex* 
ington, West-Lexington, Muhlenberg, Transylvaiua, 
Washington and Miami, have fully attended to the re- 
commdkidacions of the Assembly. 

That no reports have been received from the Presby- 
teries of Hopewell, Union, Orange, Concord, Soudi 
Carolina, Abingdon, and West Tennessee. 

That although the reasons offered by the Presbytery of 
Huntingdon, were satisfactory to the Assembly, for not 
having heretofore complied with the recommendation of 
the Assembly, it is hereby eamesdy recommended to the 
said Presbytery, to attend to this duty in future. 

That from the information derived from the whole of 
the reports submitted on this subject, it am>ears, that 
there are at present thirty five young men of the descrip^ 
tion contemplated by the Assembly, under the care of the 
Presbyteries. 

And that whereas comparatively few official written re- 
ports have been presented to the Assembly from the se- 
veral Presbyteries on this subject, it is enjoined upon 
them in future to send written reports distinctly stating 
the exertions which they make from year to year. 

m 

The Committee to which was referred the Overture 
from the Presbytery of Baltimore, in the following 
words: viz. " Are ministers without charges, constituent 
members of our church judicatures, and have they an 
equal voice with settled pastors, and ruling elders of con- 
gregations in ecclesiastical government ?'* reported; and 
their report being read and amended, was adopted, and 
is as follows : viz. 

In the judgment of this Assembly, this question is an- 
swered affirmatively, chap. 9. sec. 2, of the form of go- 
vernment of the Presbyterian Church in these words : 
** A Presbytery consists of all the ministers, and one ru- 
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ling elder from each congregation within a certain dis- 
trict.^ • 



The committee to which was referred the following 
question : viz. " Ought Baptism, on the profession and 
promise of the master, to be administered to the children 
of slaves ?" reported, and their report being amended 
was adopted, and is as follows : viz. 

l^t. That it is the duty of masters who are members 
of the church, to present die children of parents, in servi- 
tude to the ordinance of Baptism, provided they are in 
a situation to train them up in the nurture and admoni«- 
tion of the Lord, thus securing to them the rich advan- 
tages, which the Gospel provides. 

2d. That it is the duty of Christ's ministers to incul- 
cate this doctrine, and to baptize all children of this des- 
cription, when presented to them by their masters. 

The committee to which was referred the Overture 
from the Synod of New York and New Jersey, on form- 
ing classes of young people, for studying and reciting the 
Bible, reported; and their report, being read and amend- 
ed, was adopted, and is as follows : viz.— - 

That they consider this stubject of great importance, 
and deserving the attention and earnest reconmiendaticn 
of the Assembly : therefore. 

Resolved, 1st. That it be recommended, and it here- 
by is recommended earnestly, to the ministers and ses- 
sions, which are in connection with the General Assem- 
bly, to pay a special attention to this subject, and provide 
without delay for the stated instruction of the children 
and youth in the sacred scriptures, within their respective 
congregations. 

2nd. That although the particular manner of instruc- 
tipn and recitation in the congregations, ought to be left 
to the discretion of their ministers and sessions respec- 
tively, yet as some degree of uniformity is desirable in a 
business of so much magnitude, it is recommended, as the 
most effectual means of promoting the knowledge of the 
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hdy tcriptures, that, in all our dmrches, daases be formed 
of the youth to recite the scriptures in regular order; 
that the recitations, if convement, be as oftsn as once a 
week, and from two to five chapters appointed for each 
recitation; that the youth may be exammed on : 



1st* The history of the worid, but more especidlyof 
the Church of God, and of the heathen nations who were 
God's agents in accomplishing his purposes towards hb 
Church. 

2nd. Persons noted for dieir piety or ungodliness, 
and the effects of their example in promoting or injuring 
the best interests of mankind. 

dd. Doctrines and precepts, or ^^ what man is to be- 
lieve concerning God, and what duty God requires of 
man." 

4th. Positive ordinances, or the directions \rfiich God 
has given as to the way in which he is to be worshipped 
acceptably. 

5th. The particular features of character of which the 
Spirit of God has given notice, both in wicked and good 
persons; in the last particularly regarding those who were 
types of Christ, and in what the typical resemblance con- 
sisted. 

6th. The gradual increase from time to time of infor- 
mation concerning the doctrines contained in the scrip- 
tures; noting the admirable adaptation of every new revel- 
ation of doctrine to the increased maturity of the church. 
The nature of God's law, its immutability, as constituting 
an everlasting rule of right and wrong, the full and per- 
fect illustration of its precepts given by Christ* 

7th. The change which God has made from time to 
time in the positive ordinances, together with the reasons 
of that change. The difference between the moral law and 
those laws which arc positive. 

8th. The illustration of the divine perfections in the 
history, biography, doctrines and precepts, together with 
the positive ordinances of the scriptures.
